New figures reveal a two-thirds drop in 

number of drivers caught speeding with 
Government losing out on £2m in fines 


THE number of speeding drivers 
caught by cameras has dropped by 
almost two-thirds in just a year, 
figures revealed exclusively to Kent 
on Sunday show. 

The shock fall in the number of motorists get¬ 
ting ticketed has even baffled road safety 
experts, but has been put down to a combina¬ 
tion of drivers getting used to the cameras and 
the popularity of sat nav systems. 

However, critics say the figures mean nothing 
if they do not coincide with a reduction in the 
number of accidents, deaths and injuries.

Statistics just out show that last year 22,701 
drivers were clocked exceeding the speed limit 
by Gatso cameras and roadside vans - an 
astonishing 34,833 fewer than the year before. 

“This is a huge drop,” said Katherine Barrett, 
of the Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership. We think people are just becoming 
more tolerant of the cameras and they are now 
much more aware of where they are. 

“We put signs up to warn motorists, have a 10 


per cent plus 2mph tolerance level, and publish 
all the locations on the website, so there isn’t 
really an excuse to get caught. 

“Hopefully people are accepting that safety 
cameras are now a permanent feature on the 
roads and not there as revenue raisers but as 
safety features.” 

Since the camera partnership was formed in 
2002, 394,189 drivers have been snapped 
breaking speed limits at 75 fixed cameras 
around the county. 

The fixed penalty notices dished out last year 
represents £1.3 million of revenue for the 
Government - but the cash is still a huge drop

Artist is refusing 
to hang up on the 
red telephone box

WITH traditional British red tele¬ 
phone boxes an increasingly rare 
sight, an artist is determined to 
keep one going forever - by turn¬ 
ing it into a work of surreal art. 

Shane Record fell in love with the phone 
box near his home in Folkestone that he con¬ 
vinced British Telecom to keep it going for 
years after they wanted to get rid of it. 

With the rise of mobile phones, public 
kiosks like the one by Folkestone harbour fell 
into sharp decline. 

But finally BT said it really could not keep 
it going, so Shane talked the town council 
into taking it on. The phone was removed, 
and Shane given the chance to do his thing. 

The box had already featured in many of his 
paintings, created at all times of day and night. 

Ambitious 

He said: “It was a labour of love for me. I 
wanted to keep it as a phone box, but it was 
a war that was finally lost.” 

One of the phone box paintings went on a 
tour of Los Angeles and New York to promote 
all things British, and during the finale, it 
was broadcast live to screens in the Hard 
Rock Cafe in the Big Apple. 

But now the box is part of Shane’s most 
ambitious work. He has placed inside a 
model of a woman staring intently at a sin¬ 
gle painting. 

But to give it a totally surreal edge, the

painting is of her - staring at a painting of 
herself in a phone box staring at a painting. 

Shane said: “I am so delighted with the 
way it has turned out. It can be a little weird 
when you first look at it, but I could not be 
happier.” 

He said the work is a homage to the 
Belgian surrealist painter, Rene Magritte. 

Wording around the top of the phone box 
reads: “Ceci n’est pas une cabine tele- 
phonique”. 

This translates to “This is not a phone box” 
which echoes Magritte’s famous inscription 
on his painting of a simple smoker’s pipe on 
a wooden background that says: “Ceci n’est 
pas une pipe”. 

Shane said: “While it clearly is a pipe in his 
picture, my piece really isn’t a phone box 
anymore, but it looks exactly like one. And I 
like the way that idea plays out - it makes 
you think.” 

And he genuinely laments the vanishing 
landmarks. He said: “Every year more and 
more much loved phone boxes are disappear¬ 
ing. This one’s fate looked sealed until this 
most recent initiative - so will it now survive 
as a work of art?”

on the £3.4m made in 2007. Speeding 
peaked in 2004, when 82,906 people were 
caught - making £5m. Every driver has to 
pay at least a £60 fine and gets three 
points on their licence. 

Terry Hudson, area organiser for the 
Association of British Drivers in Kent, 
said of the figures: “These reductions look 
good on paper, but have the rates of acci¬ 
dents, deaths and injuries gone down too? 

“Speed cameras have their uses in some 
places, but I don’t think they should be 
used to judge good or bad driver. It’s about 
speeding in the wrong places. 

“Perhaps the reduction in tickets is due 
to the downturn in the economy and peo¬ 
ple using their cars less. I think drivers 
are also more aware of the fines they will 
have to pay if they are caught.” 

Road safety campaigner Caroline 
Hobbs, whose eight-year-old daughter 
Jade and mother Margaret Kuwertz, 79, 
were killed while trying to cross the A249 
at Detling, near Maidstone, in 2000, said 
she cautiously welcomed the news. 

“If these new figures show that cameras 
are reducing accidents then that’s great, 
but if it just means they’re reducing the 
number of people getting tickets then that 
makes no odds,” she said. 

“Most people that use the A249 are now 
used to the camera being there and so 
slow down and that could be the case at 
other sites. A lot of people have now got 
sat navs too, especially if they do a lot of 
driving, and they warn you if you are com¬ 
ing up to a camera. 

“I’d put this down to people knowing 
where the cameras are and having better 
technology to warn them, but even then 
it’s a pretty amazing drop.” 

The camera partnership’s own crash fig¬ 
ures which show the number of people 
killed or seriously injured is down 63 per 
cent since 2002. But it is only seven per 
cent year on year to 2009, even though 
two thirds of drivers have slowed. 

“Safety cameras are definitely having 
an impact on reducing casualties,” 
claimed Ms Barrett.

DESPITE the recent heatwave 
and predicted glorious summer, 
Kent is unlikely to see a hosepipe 
ban over coming months. 

Environment Agency manager for Kent and 
East Sussex Andrew Pearce said the county 
had plenty of water in its reservoirs and 
groundwater supply because of a wet winter. 

But he warned against complacency, saying 
people in the South East still need to reduce 
water consumption from 165 litres per person 
per day, which is environmentally unsustain¬ 
able, to 130 litres. 

“In the South East we have the highest 
usage of water in the UK,” he said. 

“If we can reduce that to 130 litres per per¬ 
son per day, as a lot of Europe is already 
doing, then we can save £1.6 billion in not 
having to build reservoirs. “This is money 
that will keep people’s bills down and if peo¬ 
ple use less water then there will be enough 
for everybody and the environment.” 

He said the pressure on water supply was 
set to increase as the population increase. 

The South East has a ‘three-planet economy’ 
meaning people are using up more resources 
than the Earth has available, he said. 

Mr Pearce said: “In the past it has been okay, 
because the rest of the world has not used 
resources at the rate we have in the West. 

“But as some of the developing world 
becomes more prosperous and transfers from 
their historic lifestyles to more western 
lifestyles it has become unsustainable.” 

The South East uses more water than the 
rest of the country because the region is drier 
and the warmer climate means that more is 
used for leisure activities, he said.

In 2006, the South East experienced the 
worst drought seen in a century and there 
was a hosepipe ban in place across the county. 

The Environment Agency said that dryer, 
hotter summers and less winter rainfall due 
to climate change meant more severe 
droughts were inevitable. 

The Department for Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs (Defra) recent climate 
change predictions report estimates that in 
the South East, summer temperatures will 
increase by 3.9C by 2080. 

Rainfall is set to decrease by seven per cent 
by the 2020s, 13 per cent by the 2040s and 22 
per cent by the 2080s. 

More hosepipe bans can be expected in the 
future because of droughts and water short¬ 
ages, but this summer should pass without 
restrictions. 

Acceptable 

“Certainly the water resources are in a good 
position” Mr Pearce said. “There is plenty of 
water in the reservoirs and groundwater. 

“In the hot weather people use more water 
if we have a prolonged dry spell. Water usage 
will go up and levels will start to reduce more 
quickly, but what is important is that we get 
a wet winter again to replenish supply.” 

He said water consumption had reduced 
since the last drought and it has become 
unacceptable to waste water. 

“People accept it is scarce resource that 
needs to be managed well, not wasted,” he 


Army pays its respects to captain 
killed in Afghan helicopter crash 


THE body of a Kent soldier killed 
in Afghanistan was flown back 
into Britain in a military trans¬ 
porter which landed at RAF 
Lyneham in Wiltshire on Friday. 

Captain Ben Babington-Browne, 

27, of 22 Engineer Regiment, 

Royal Engineers, in Maidstone, 
died in a helicopter crash in Zabul 
Province on Monday. 

His coffin arrived back in the 
UK along with the bodies of four 
other soldiers. 

Hearses carrying the coffins 
passed through the nearby town of Wootton 
Bassett after the repatriation ceremony and 
hundreds of mourners lined the route. The 
soldier leaves behind his mother Nina and 
his brother Daniel. 

In a statement his mother said: “Ben is a 


much-loved son, brother and 
nephew who had a huge personali¬ 
ty and will be so missed by his fam¬ 
ily and friends who are all heart¬ 
broken by his untimely death.” 

Lieutenant Colonel Andrew 
Noble Royal Engineers, 
Commanding Officer 22 Engineer 
Regiment, said: “I have rarely met 
a man who was so widely liked 
and respected in a regiment. 

“On meeting him when I joined 
22 Engineer Regiment, Ben 
immediately impressed me as a 
man of genuine purpose and penetrating 
intellect. 

“His humility and selflessness were palpa¬ 
ble; he carried his rank lightly and the 
British Army officers’ creed of‘Serve to Lead’ 
could have been written for him.”

said. “So things like not running the tap while 
you are brushing you teeth, which in the past 
was one of the things that were just accepted. 

“But there are people who use sprinklers on 
their gardens, which is less acceptable now.” 

He said using sprinklers was an inefficient 
way to care for gardens because most of the 
water evaporates. 

The Environment Agency is working with 
water companies in the South East to reduce 
demand for the resource so expensive new 
reservoirs that impact on the environment 
will not have to be built. 

‘Mr Pearce added: “We need to stop wasting 
water through leaving taps running, water¬ 
ing gardens when it is not effective and using 
drinking water to water gardens. 

“We need to use more energy-efficient appli¬ 
ances - water efficient washing machines 
and dishwashers, duel-flush toilets and spray 
taps.”

MP Ann Widdecombe has urged 
people opposed to fox-hunting to 
make sure the law is enforced. 

Her call follows a new report by a cross¬ 
party group of MPs which concluded that 
hunting with hounds was of positive benefit 
to wildlife. 

It has led to increased calls for an end to 
the ban which outlawed hunting with dogs 
in 2004. Tory leader David Cameron has 
promised a free vote if his party take power 
from Labour next year. 

Fervent anti-hunting campaigner Ms 
Widdecombe said people opposed to hunting 
must not sit back and do nothing. 

She said: “There is no point in getting 
bogged down by the fact the law might be 
repealed. We’ve got a ban so we should be 
trying to make it effective. I would say to 
people to get out there and get the law 
enforced - that is the way forward.” 

The All Party Parliamentary Middle Way 
Group and the Veterinary Association for 
Wildlife Management condemned the 
Hunting Act, which came into force in 2004, 
as “unscientific, unenforceable, socially divi¬ 
sive, and harms, rather than improves, ani¬ 
mal welfare”. 

The group said the ban was “simply a bad 
law” and called for it to be repealed. 

Conservative leader David Cameron has 
promised, if his party wins the next General 
Election, to give a free vote on the repeal of 
the Hunting Act. 

Asked if she was concerned pressure was 
growing for the act to be repealed, Miss 
Widdecombe said: “Of course I am. But the 
Tories have been stating forever they will 
repeal the act so that is hardly something new.” 

The former Home Office minister, who is 
retiring at the next general election, has 
been campaigning for the volunteers who 
monitor fox-hunting ‘packs’ to be licensed to 
protect them and encourage more people to 
help enforce the ban. 

Hunting meets claim they use scent trails 
laid for the hounds to chase rather than 
foxes, but animal rights groups say the law 
is constantly flouted and animals are being 
killed illegally. 

Nick Onslow, hunt campaigner for the 
East Kent Hunt, said: “I think it is a docu¬ 
ment that pull together the arguments and 
the evidence that the hunting community 
has been presenting for some years. 

“It rightly identifies the Hunting Act does 
not work and does not improve the welfare 
of foxes. It does not seek to do anything other 
than be a vehicle for prejudices.” 

He said the report agreed with a study at 
the University of Kent, which found that bio¬ 
diversity was improved in areas that were 
managed for hunting and shooting. 

“Hunting is about management, not pest 
control in terms of eradicating the fox popu¬ 
lation; it is about managing it to a level 


Charity needs funding to help 
save recession-hit water voles 


WATER voles left without anyone to pay for 
their upkeep could become the unlikeliest 
victims of the recession, writes Steve Knight. 

A building firm that moved the creatures 
from their Dartford home has now gone bust, 
leaving the charity being paid to look after 
them - Wildwood Trust - facing a shortfall of 
up to £14,000. 

If the money cannot be raised by the end of 
this month then the water voles will miss 
their breeding window, adding to the problems 
faced by Britain’s most-endangered mammal. 

Based near Canterbury, Wildwood animal 
park is home to a large number of creatures 
native to Britain including otters, badgers 
and wild boar. 

Chief executive Peter Smith told Kent on 
Sunday the funding crisis could mean disas¬ 
ter for the more than 40 water voles. 

He said: ‘We could breed them at the park, 


but it costs money, simple as that. We are a 
charity and we already have lots of other con¬ 
servation projects going on that also need to 
be paid for. The recession has affected us all.” 

The water voles were moved from then- 
home in Dartford to protect them while a new 
housing development is being built there. 

As part of the project to release them back 
into the wild, Wildwood needs to pay £25 
per vole on mandatory lab tests before they 
can do so. 

They also need to spend £100 on a special 
release cage to stop the creatures being killed 
by foxes and mink, as well as £5 per week on 
feeding a family and £10 per vole for special 
radio microchips that will allow the charity 
to monitor how successful the release is next 
year.

£lm restoration 
package to save 
rusting steam tug 

A POWERFUL and rusting relic of British 
maritime history is set for more than £1 mil¬ 
lion of restoration work. 

The long-neglected steam tug Cervia - which 
has been docked at Ramsgate harbour for more 
than 30 years - should be in seafaring condi¬ 
tion within two years - according to experts. 

The trustees of the Preston-based Steam 
Museum say restoration work starts this week 
and should take two years to finish. 

The trust has also taken over the town’s 
museum on a three year rent-free deal.

that is tolerable... I can certainly speak on 
behalf of the East Kent Hunt to say we 
would support absolutely the findings of 
the report,” he added. 

Co-chairmen of the Middle Way Group 
include the Labour peeress Baroness 
Golding, Conservative MP Peter Luff, and 
Liberal Democrat MP Lembit Opik. 

Both Mr Luff and Mr Opik voted strong¬ 
ly against the hunting ban and Baroness 
Golding voted moderately against the law. 

Miss Widdecombe added: “I do not con¬ 
sider that the all-party group reflects all 
sides of the argument.” 

The report by the group of MPs respond¬ 
ed to charges that the ‘sport’ is cruel by 
stating that hunting with hounds was 
“demonstrably the natural and most 
humane method of [pest] control”. 

“The motives and morality of those that 
go hunting is no business of others in a 
democratic society, and certainly not a 
matter for Parliament,” the report says.

Photos inspire us 
to make time to 
stand and stare 

A FUN travel website showing some of the 
best places in the world to stand has been 
launched, and several of locations are in Kent. 

It has listed 100 of Britain’s “most wondrous, 
inspiring, or thought-provoking locations”, and 
now they are being voted on to become the 
Greatest Place To Stand In The UK 2009. 

Visitors to stoodthere.com can use an online 
vote button on the site to move sites up and 
down the rankings. Or even add another place 
that is nothing short of sensational to stand in, 
along with their photographic proof. 

The voting ends on December 1 and so far 
four locations in Kent are in the top 100. 

They are Leeds Castle near Maidstone, at 
28, which dates back to 1119, when it was built 
under the orders of Henry I. Sissinghurst 
Castle in the Weald, which is owned and main¬ 
tained by the National Trust, is currently 37. 

Presently at 82 is Canterbury Cathedral, 
and at 87 visitors meet again at the world 
famous White Cliffs of Dover. 

Sadly, nowhere in Kent currently features in 
the world 100 best places to stand, but that 
could also change with some votes. 

Founder James Black, 46, a former journal¬ 
ist who now splits his time between homes in 
the UK and Germany, said: “We set this up as 
a bit of fun a couple of months ago and can’t 
believe how it has done. 

“It has taken off in the USA more than in the 
UK, which is amazing. It has gone mad, we are 
getting 100,000 page views and 15,000 people 
registering a month, it’s incredibly popular. 

“I am sure the places in Kent will get more 
votes the more people know about this site.” 

Currently the best place to stand in the UK 
is St Paul’s, London; the best place in Europe 
is the Jungfraujoch mountain railway in 
Switzerland, and in the USA it’s the Hoover 
Dam on the border of Arizona and Nevada.

Call for clampdown on 
school placement system

THE problem of parents cheating 
to get school places is more wide¬ 
spread than local authorities will 
admit, according to an expert 
independent education advisor. 

Peter Read, a former headteacher who 
runs Kent Independent Education Advice, 
said parents would go to “any lengths”, such 
as putting a relative’s address on application 
forms, to avoid certain schools. 

He said schools were not enforcing exist¬ 
ing sanctions to deter to parents from cheat¬ 
ing the admissions system. 

Schools Secretary Ed Balls has asked the 
chief schools adjudicator, Dr Ian Craig, the 
former acting director of children’s services 
at Kent County Council, to look into the 
issue as part of his annual report, which is 
due in November. 

It comes after Harrow Council in London 
tried to use the Fraud Act 2006 to prosecute 
a parent who, it alleged, had lied about her 
address to get her son into a popular state 
primary school. 

But after seeking legal advice, the council 
was told fraud legislation did not apply to such 
cases and the action was dropped last Friday. 

Mr Read said: “I think the scale of the 
problem is significantly greater than is 


being identified. I think we are seeing the 
only tip of the iceberg. 

“I think it is because the efforts taken to 
check on parental addresses are insufficient 
and parents are getting away with it. 

“Until sanctions are properly enforced it 
will continue.” 

He said as well as giving a false address, 
such as that of a grandparent, desperate 
parents also used addresses of second homes 
they had bought and let out. 

He said a big problem was parents taking 
out short leases on properties in the catch¬ 
ment areas of popular schools. 

“All these devices are used and I’ve heard 
allegations of all these things,” he said. 

Desperate 

“Certainly there have been cases that I 
been involved in and I am not satisfied the 
schools have followed them up properly.” 

Mr Read said it was understandable that 
parents are desperate to get their children 
into a good school. 

Both Kent and Medway have a selective 
education system with 33 grammar schools. 

Kent also had the highest number of 
schools in the country on the Government’s 
National Challenge list of underperforming 
comprehensives, where less than 30 per cent 
of pupils are achieving five good GCSEs 
including English and maths. 

“Parents will go to any length to avoid 
certain schools,” Mr Read said. “But parents 
playing the game properly are deprived of 


a place and that has to be wrong.” 

He said the existing powers councils have 
- that a child will lose their place up to a 
term into starting at the school - should be 
enough to deter parents. 

“If pupils lose their place at that school 
may find it difficult to find another school. 

“But I do not believe that is being carried 
out or published to the extent that it is actu¬ 
ally seen to put parents off doing it. 

“It is from my current experience as an 
education advisor that I have been contact¬ 
ed by a number of parents who are con¬ 
cerned about other parents who they believe 
are cheating the system,” he said. 

A spokeswoman for Medway council said: 
“The admissions team carries out initial 
checks on families’ addresses. If there is a 
query regarding an application the council 
will carry out an investigation. 

“This involves writing to the family in 
question and requesting proof of address. 
Council tax and electoral register details 
may be used in some circumstances.” 

Scott Bagshaw, the council’s head of 
admissions and transport, said: “The school 
admissions code is clear, local authorities 
can withdraw an offer of a school place if it 
has been obtained on the basis of a fraudu¬ 
lent or intentionally misleading application. 

“Current legislation allows for places that 
have been obtained fraudulently to be with¬ 
drawn even if a child has started at school. 

“We can do this right up until the end of 
the first term.” 


Death suspicious 

A MAN has been questioned by police after 
a pensioner was found dead at his flat in 
Ramsgate flat. 

Police were called to an address in 
Conyngham Close, on the Newington estate, 
at about 1pm on Wednesday. 

Neighbours had found the 64-year-old man 
in his flat. An ambulance was called, but the 
man was dead. 

The death is being treated as suspicious and 
a post-mortem examination is to be carried out. 

A 31-year-old man from Ramsgate was 
arrested at his home, shortly after the grue¬ 
some find.

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Castle tribute: ‘Sandy would have been proud’ 


HISTORIC Dover Castle was the setting for a 
special tribute to the former leader of Kent 
County Council. 

A plaque dedicated to Lord Sandy Bruce- 
Lockhart, who died last year after a lengthy 
battle with cancer, was unveiled before his 
widow Tess and son Mark at the English 
Heritage-owned site on Wednesday. 

The respected politician was chairman of the 
conservational body at the time of his death 
and was instrumental in reversing its cash 
decline for the first time in a decade. 

His plaque has taken pride of place inside 
Dover Castle’s new visitor admissions centre, 
which was opened at the ceremony. 

Lady Bruce-Lockhart said: “It was an 
absolutely wonderful gesture inside a beauti¬ 
ful building with a lovely view and Sandy 
would have been very touched and proud. 

“He was a great supporter of the castle and 
other sites like it because they are part of our 
history and heritage and are so important. 

“He actually came and stayed here for a 
while when he was a child and I think he loved 
it from that moment on.”

Dover Castle attracts more than 300,000 
visitors per year, with a series of improvements 
expected to swell that figure by a further 60,000 
over the next two to three years. 

Complete with views overlooking the 
Channel, the new glass and oak timber-clad 
visitor centre is almost twice the size of the 
previous temporary one and has been 
designed with a flat green roof to help it blend 
in with the landscape. 

English Heritage chief executive Simon 
Thurley said the unveiling of Lord Bruce- 
Lockhart’s memorial plaque was a way of 
celebrating a “great man of Kent”. 

He said: “Sandy commanded great respect 
and it’s notable that one of the big things he 
did in a short space of time as our chairman 
was sort out the funding for Dover Castle.” 

Lord Bruce-Lockhart, who was 66 at the 
time of his death, was elected leader of KCC in 
1997, and held the post until deciding to step 
down eight years later.

How Kent’s own 

head inj ur y unit 
would save lives 


MORE lives could be saved 
if patients suffering from 
major head traumas had 
access to a specialist head 
injury centre in Kent. 

Keith Hutchinson, manager of 
Hothfield Manor in Ashford, which 
provides specialist rehabilitation for 
adults with brain injuries, said every 
second counted when dealing with 
major head trauma. 

He spoke after Dr Steve Pollack, a 
consultant neurologist at Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital, told Kent on 
Sunday: “There are big problems in 
acute care management of major 
trauma and head injury. 

“It is not properly structured across 
the South East. Most patients have 
to go to trauma centres in London, 
which may not necessarily be in their 
best interests. 

“There is no head injury unit and 
no neural surgery in Kent at all.” 

Dr Pollack has been chosen by NHS 
South East Coast, the strategic health 
authority (SHA) for Kent, Surrey and 
Sussex, as an expert in acute care to 
find the best ways of providing treat¬ 
ment for people in the future.

He spoke of the need to look at pro¬ 
viding specialist treatment for people 
who had suffered head injuries. 

“People are sent to King’s [College 
Hospital in Denmark Hill] or to St 
George’s [in Tooting] and that has 
worked in the past, but the manage¬ 
ment of head injuries is becoming 
more sophisticated and more multi¬ 
disciplinary and we need to look at 
whether it is the best way. 

“I know there is a problem because 
the south east coast is a long thin 
area with 4.2 million people dominat¬ 
ed by London to the north. 

Expanding 

“Traditionally it may be the right 
way to do things, but clearly some peo¬ 
ple are being badly disadvantaged by 
this and we need to address inequality. 

“If you have a head injury in 
Thanet, that is 80 miles to the near¬ 
est unit and that is a very tough call 
for people visiting and rehabilitation.” 

Mr Hutchinson said a closer spe¬ 
cialist centre for brain injuries would 
benefit patients. 


“Undoubtedly it would save lives in 
the first place,” he said. “But it would 
also reduce the severity of their injury 
and enhance their chance of rehabili¬ 
tation if they were treated quicker.” 

He said the 24-bed Hothfield 
Manor, which has recently had a 
£5 million revamp and now has 
state-of-the-art facilities for provid¬ 
ing rehabilitation and care for people 
with brain injuries, was soon to gain 
another 19 beds The centre is owned 
by a private company but mostly 
cares for NHS patients. 

“When we opened in 1997, a num¬ 
ber of people who had head injuries 
in Kent were being looked after in 
units miles away from their homes. 

“That is why we are expanding - so 
that people can be treated closer to 
home because being around family is 
so important in the recovery process.” 

He said: “The problem is that we do 
not have the necessary specialists as 
it is at the moment [for a specialist 
head injury centre]. 

“People with major head injuries 
are getting access to high-quality 
care and treatment and one of the 
areas we need to look at is the 
amount of time it takes to access 
these services.” 


Driver killed in crash 

A YOUNG woman has died after the car she was trav¬ 
elling in crashed with a jeep. 

The woman, believed to be from Tonbridge, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene of the incident in Longfield 
Road, Tunbridge Wells, at 1.20pm on Thursday. 

Two cars, a Ford Ka and a Jeep Cherokee, were 
involved in the crash. The male drivers of the vehicles 
were taken to the Kent and Sussex Hospital, but police 
said their injuries were not thought to be serious. 

Officers have appealed for witnesses to come forward.

IT HAS been 28 years since 2 
Tone legends The Specials split 
up - but tickets to see the band 
at a small seaside venue are 
changing hands for nearly £130.

Minis ter backs agency 
as quangos under fire 

Seeda role questioned at Commons hearing 


SOUTH East minister Jonathan 
Shaw has spoken out in defence of 
one of the country’s most powerful 
unelected groups. 

In a week where Conservative leader David 
Cameron said he would drastically cut the 
number of quangos if his party won the next 
general election, Mr Shaw was busy explain¬ 
ing to fellow MPs why the Government- 
funded South East England Development 
Agency (Seeda) deserved to survive. 

Speaking at a public hearing organised by 
the South East Committee, the Chatham and 
Aylesford representative said the region would 
continue to benefit from future investment as 
long as the current system was in place. 

The meeting was held just days before 
Business Secretary Peter Mandelson 
announced that Seeda’s deputy chairman 
Rob Douglas will replace chairman Jim 
Braithwaite later this year. 

Mr Shaw said: “I feel the current arrange¬ 
ment between Seeda and the Government 
Office for the South East (GOSE) does work. 
If you create the right forums for decision¬ 
making and if the public can see the cause 
and effect take place, they can have confidence 
we have the right infrastructure in place. 

“The arrangement has so far proved very

worthwhile. There’s a far broader under¬ 
standing now that people need to work 
together to get the best results. 

“But I think that where Seeda has been 
able to concentrate its efforts has also been 
down to some of its partners, because it can’t 
do everything on its own.” 

Set up in 1999, Seeda is responsible for the 
economic and social development of a region 
that is home to more than eight million people. 

Shortfall 

Monday’s hearing at the House of 
Commons was chaired by South Thanet 
Labour MP Stephen Ladyman, with Dover 
and Deal Labour representative Gwyn 
Prosser also attending. 

Answering a question from Brighton MP 
David Lepper (Lab), Mr Shaw said it was a 
myth the South East was prosperous and did 
not need as much investment as other regions. 

He said: “I think we’ve moved on. If you look 
at the spend on areas like hospitals and 
schools over the past 10 or so years then I 
think we’ve done well. 

“There’s obviously the difficult issue of the 


shortfall in college spending at the moment, 
but let’s not forget we’ve already spent £443 
million so far and 12 or 13 years ago the total 
spending for them was nothing. That in itself 
demonstrates investment. 

“Then we have the Channel Tunnel Rail link, 
which is going to provide enormous opportuni¬ 
ties for the chairman’s constituency in Thanet 
and Mr Prosser’s, not to mention my own. 

“But it’s still important people see the dif¬ 
ferences in the region. We have in west 
Oxford the highest number of PhD students 
in the country, but in east Kent we have the 
highest number of households where nobody 
is employed in the country.” 

Earlier this year Seeda announced a £50m 
reduction of a planned £330m spending pro¬ 
gramme over the next two years would result 
in about 90 job losses and possible postpone¬ 
ment of development projects in the region. 

However, chief executive Pam Alexander - 
who was also at the hearing - said the organ¬ 
isation still had aspirations to be one of the 
best in the world and was constantly compet¬ 
ing against other similar agencies in cities as 
far away as California and Shanghai. 

Rob Douglas will take up the post of Seeda’s 
chairman on November 2 but will be working 
alongside the outgoing Mr Braithwaite from 
September 1 to ensure a smooth transition. 
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French look for rays of sunshine 
for solar-powered Channel flight 


Commercial fishing lakes hit as 
stocks die in blistering heatwave 


THIS unusual looking aircraft is set to be the 
first solar-powered airship to cross the 
English Channel from France to Kent. 

And it will get all its power directly and 
exclusively from the sun. Rays will be cap¬ 
tured by a spine of flexible solar panels run¬ 
ning down the middle of the balloon. 

It has been called Nephelios by the French 
engineering students putting the ambitious 
project together. 

Test flights are due to start soon, and it’s 
hoped the aircraft will make the hour-long, 
21-mile trip across the Channel by the end of 
the summer - with a man on board. 

Nephelios has a lightweight aluminium 
frame with an outer wrap of nylon and poly¬ 
ethylene. The solar panels are capable of gen¬ 
erating 2.4 kW of power for the small motor 



and provide enough energy to propel the 18ft 
diameter blimp at 25mph. 

The flying machine was put on display at the 
French Air Show in Le Bourget last month. 


AS PEOPLE enjoyed the soaring tempera¬ 
tures of the heatwave, hundreds of fish in the 
county’s lakes and rivers were suffering. 

Andrew Pearce, Kent and Sussex area man¬ 
ager of the Environment Agency, said last 
week’s hot spell saw the stock in some commer¬ 
cial fishing lakes almost completely wiped out. 

“Fish getting in distress has increased 
due to reduced flows in rivers and also the 
temperature rising, reducing the oxygen in the 
water,” he said. 

“We have seen a number of fish kills in 
rivers and commercial fishing lakes [during 
the heatwave].” 

He said some were due to overstocking 
lakes so that anglers can catch more fish. 

The Environment Agency tries to rescue as 
many fish as possible by moving them to differ¬ 


ent lakes and using equipment to inject more 
oxygen into the water to stop them suffocating, 
he said. 

But any periods where temperatures soar 
over 25C, fish such as carp and bream in the 
county’s lakes and reservoirs, which are pop¬ 
ular with anglers, start to suffer. 

He said fish population was just one of the 
environmental impacts of effects of climate 
change such as higher temperature and lower 
rainfall during the summer months. 

Mr Pearce added: 'We had more than 150 
die in one lake. The lakes can be stocked with 
hundreds of fish. 

“The higher chance of catching fish is good 
for business but when the temperature rises 
then these fish have additional stress and 
there is not enough space for them.”

As part of Angel of the North sculptor Antony 
Gormley’s One and Other project, members of the 
public will for 100 consecutive days have an hour 
each to do whatever they please as they tower 22ft 
above crowds of onlookers. 

The exhibition, which will run until the middle of 
October, started with a bang on Monday when 
anti-smoking protestor Stuart Holmes scaled the 
plinth just minutes before the first official partici¬ 
pant. He came down peacefully and the event has 
run smoothly ever since. 

Tonbridge resident Karl Niklas, 24, will take his 
place atop the plinth on August 10. The former 
Judd School pupil, who will study classical acting 
at ArtsEd London later this year, said he had not 
yet decided what he would do. 

He added: “My reasons for choosing to apply for 
this project are a combination of the excitement of 
being literally involved in the artwork as well as 
being interested in seeing how the body works as 
a piece of art or theatre. 

‘What separates this from stan¬ 
dard installation artworks is that 
the piece is forever changing with 
each new person, and I find this 
very exciting. Plus, I’ve always won¬ 
dered what it would be like to be a 
piece of artwork.” 

Extraordinary 

The fourth plinth of Trafalgar 
Square was built in 1841, and was 
originally supposed to seat a statue 
of William IV on a horse, but it 
remained empty due at first to insuf¬ 
ficient funds and then disagree¬ 
ments over which monarch or mili- 
taiy hero should be placed there. 

In 1999, the Royal Society of Arts 
came up with the Fourth Plinth 
Project which filled the structure with 
a succession of works commissioned 
from three contemporary artists. 

The first of these - Ecce Homo - 
was designed by Mark Wallinger, 
who also came up with the giant 
sculpture of a white horse that will 
eventually overlook the new 
Ebbsfleet Valley development. 

In announcing his One and Other 
project, Mr Gormley said the eleva¬ 
tion of eveiyday life to a position for¬ 
merly occupied by monumental art 
“allows us to reflect on the diversity, 
vulnerability and particularity of the 
individual in contemporary society’. 

He added: “It’s about people coming 
together to do something extraordi- 
naiy and unpredictable. It could be 
tragic, but it could also be funny.”

Life-saving donors needed 


AT JUST three years old little 
Nadine Guest will be the 
youngest competitor at this year’s 
Transplant Games after she sur¬ 
vived being given a new kidney 
writes Chris Murphy. 

She will be competing in the ball throw, 
obstacle race, and the 25m run at the games 
in Coventry from July 30-August 2. 

Nadine’s proud adoptive dad Bob, 56, from 
Deal, said: “We have had a rollercoaster time 
with her. At one point we were told she 
could die, and she is still not out of the woods 
yet either.” 

His wife Adele, 54, said: 'We love her dear¬ 
ly and will keep encouraging her. She still 
needs go back to hospital every two weeks.” 

Bob spoke of Nadine’s traumatic life after 
she was bom to a mother who was deemed to 
be unsuitable and with an unknown father. 

He said: We foster children and were offered 
the chance to look after Nadine. We were told 
she was incredibly poorly, but we agreed. 

“We have been told the average time a 
(donor) kidney lasts in children is around 
seven years, so we are aiming at that for now. 
Then she will have to go back on dialysis and 
wait for another kidney. 

“Nadine was so ill the adoption service 
were having trouble placing her, but we 
agreed and she was with us very quickly. 

“There was talk about her not going to sur¬ 
vive. It was all very emotional, but we took 
her on at five months old.” 

Nadine was bom in the William Harvey 
hospital in Ashford and was mshed to St 
Thomas’ in London within three days. She 
was diagnosed with congenital nephrotic 
syndrome, a problem where the kidneys pro¬ 
duce too much protein. 

The baby had her first kidney removed in 
October, 2005, after it failed when she was 
just eight weeks old. 

Bob said: ‘We had to go back and forth to the 
renal unit on a weekly basis until January, 


PEOPLE have been urged to join the NHS 
organ donor register to help the hundreds of 
patients in need of a life-saving transplant 
across Kent. 

East Kent currently has the highest number 
of people on the register in the county at 28.9 
per cent, in west Kent 27.2 per cent of people 
are registered and in Medway the figure dips 
to 23.7 per cent. 

According to NHS Blood and Transplant, 
which has published a map showing the 
percentage of the population who have 
signed up to the register, the county is falling 
behind Scotland and the South West where 
32 per cent of people have joined up. 

Sally Johnson, director of organ donation 
and transplantation for the NHS, said: “While

90 per cent of people say they support organ 
donation, just 26 per cent have joined the 
organ donation register.

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Fresh hope for carers 
plunged in ‘black hole’ 


Father of schizophrenic hon es 
for end to ‘tou s v turw’ system

A FATHER whose grown-up son 
has schizophrenia has spoken 
frankly about the problems he 
has faced as a carer and feeling 
like “piggy in the middle” for more 
than a decade. 

Kent County Council and the two primaiy 
care trusts (PCTs) in the county have pub¬ 
lished a “carers’ strategy”, which aims to sup¬ 
port the growing number of people who pro¬ 
vide unpaid care to relatives or loved ones. 

In Kent there are 127,848 carers, which is 
12.58 per cent of the population, a figure that 
increases to 14 per cent in Thanet. 

Struggling 

Keith Williams*, who lives in west Kent, has 
been a long-time carer for his son, who first 
began to show signs of serious mental illness 
in 1996 while he was home from university. 

“It is good they are willing to put it on 
paper, but there are underlying issues,” he 
said, speaking about the new strategy. 

“Some of the things like respite and finan¬ 
cial support are easily identified, but there 
are deeper issues than that. 

“I want joined up, seamless services 
between social services and the NHS. I want 
them to know exactly what each other are 


doing and have some understanding towards 
carers getting information and guidance.” 

In the strategy, using Government funding, 
by 2018 KCC wants carers to be respected, 
have a life of their own alongside their caring 
role, be financially supported and be able to 
stay well mentally and physically. 

Mr Williams’ son is now in his early 30s, and 
has medication that works but it has side 
effects including lethargy and weight gain. 

“As a carer you are not trained or told 
what is going on,” he said. “The good advice 
we’ve got is from the charitable organisa¬ 
tions Carers First and Rethink, it has been 
cathartic to meet these people. 

‘We want to seriously engage but it is like 
you are piggy in the middle. I want them to 
engage with us and feel we are part of a use¬ 
ful and effective measure of caring. 

We want them to give us advice and guid¬ 
ance rather than the black hole you are 
plunged into that you do not know if you are 
ever going to come out of.” 

Asked if the strategy was a response to 
issues that carers had highlighted within 
the current system, Cllr Graham Gibbens, 
KCC’s cabinet member for adult social care, 
said: “No I don’t think so. 


“The real issue is KCC and the two PCTs 
want to do all we can so carer organisations 
and most importantly, the carers, are given 
the support they need to make the lives of 
those they care for as fulfilled as possible.” 

Mr Williams said although professionals 
in social services “worked their socks off” to 
support people with long-term illness and 
their carers, they were under resourced. 

He added: “I have faith that it is a global 
issue, that if it were a seamless service that 
engaged with carers all the other practical 
things that are easy to identify with will fall 
into place. But it is so topsy turvy.” 

By 2020, the number of people over 65 is set 
to increase by almost a third, the over 85s are 
set to double and the over 100s to quadruple. 

Cllr Gibbens added: “I think what we will 
see as the years go by are changes demo- 
graphically and there is going to be a greater 
need for carers. I think the role of KCC and 
the PCTs working together will be to ensure 
resources are used as well as possible.”

Lorna inspires charity ride 


THE HUSBAND and friends of an inspira¬ 
tional woman who has been battling cancer 
for six years are set to embark on a 700-mile 
charity bike ride.

Deal, and Jim Brereton, 44, from Littleboume, 
are also raising cash for Odyssey. 

The charity, founded in Kent, offers people 
with cancer the chance to take part in adven¬ 
ture holidays such as abseiling and rock climb¬ 
ing. It will get a share of the £7,000 the team is 
hoping to raise. 

Mrs Blofield is currently on Herceptin, a 
drug which is treating her secondaiy lung can¬ 
cer, but her husband said now doctors are con¬ 
cerned the cancer has spread to her bones. 

Last year Mr Blofield and three members 
of the team did a bike ride from Canterbury 
to Land’s End and raised £5,000 for 
Macmillan cancer support.

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Tories clash on 
£15m French 
plan to uncover 
illegal migrants

PLANS to tighten the French 
border using £15 million of 
British taxpayers’ cash have 
provoked conflicting responses 
from two of Kent’s senior 
Conservatives. 

A deal agreed on Monday by Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown and President 
Nicolas Sarkozy will result in the money 
being spent on new technology to search 
vehicles at Calais. 

In return the French have agreed to step 
up the repatriation of illegal immigrants 
to prevent them sleeping rough while 
waiting for their chance to sneak aboard 
cross-Channel trains and ferries. 

The arrangement has been criticised by 
Ashford MP and shadow immigration 
spokesman Damien Green, while his Tory 
colleague and South East MEP Richard 
Ashworth says he supports the plan. 

Mr Green said: “The British taxpayer is 
getting a bad deal from the Government. 

“We are apparently paying £15m so the 
French agree to enforce their own laws. 
Surely they should be deporting illegal 
immigrants anyway. 

“Every few months the Government 
makes a tough announcement about the 
border at Calais. Sadly this has never 
been followed by tough action. 

“The long-term solution is the introduc¬ 
tion of a proper border police force, using 
specialist skills to keep our borders safe.” 

A trial of the new immigrant-detecting 
technology will be carried out at Calais 
before being extended to Boulogne, 
Dunkirk and the Channel Tunnel termi¬ 
nal at Coquelles. 

United Nations 

Government ministers say it will 
make it impossible for stowaways - who 
often beat carbon dioxide tests by 
placing plastic bags over their heads - to 
go undetected. 

Mr Ashworth, who lives in Folkestone, 
said: “I am pleased the Government has 
seen fit to devote extra resources to tackle 
the illegal immigration arising from 
northern France. 

“I have been calling for greater Home 
Office presence in French ports to curb 
asylum seekers since 2004 and I am 
pleased to see the first in what I hope 
will be a series of joint measures to tack¬ 
le the problem.” 

Despite their differing responses to the 
deal, one view the two Conservatives do 
share is that the new United Nations 
refugee centre in Calais will do little to 
stop would-be migrants flocking to the 
port in the hope of reaching Kent. 

Mr Green told Kent on Sunday last 
week that those immigrants currently 
squatting in 'The Jungle’ should be given 
the message that they will not be able to 
enter Britain long before they even reach 
France, and Mr Ashworth agreed. 

He said: “The fact a temporary camp is to 
be created by the end of the year on the 
site of the infamous Calais Jungle provid¬ 
ing both food and shelter is concerning, as 
previous camps in northern France have 
acted as a focal point for people traffickers. 

“Further co-operation between the 
French and British governments is the 
only way to stop this new camp from slip¬ 
ping from temporary to permanent.”

A SPECTACULAR Sikh temple 
that took £12.5 million and seven 
years to build has finally opened 
its doors for worship. 

The Gum Nanak Darbar Gurdwara is one 
of the largest of its kind outside of India, and 
has attracted numerous visitors to 
Gravesend since work began back in 2002. 

Last week a colourful ceremony attended 
by hundreds of worshippers marked the par¬ 
tial opening of the temple, which forms part 
of a larger complex also containing educa¬

said: “As a whole complex it’s the biggest in 
Europe, and possibly even outside India. 

“It’s unique in its setting and is very well- 
served, and over the years people have come 
to Gravesend just to see it. It’s a landmark 
building and is very impressive. 

“Our other temple has been in Gravesend 
for a long time - it opened in 1968 - and the 
Sikh community has outgrown it. It was in 
the middle of a residential area with no 
parking, but the new temple has space for 
200 cars.” 

Last week’s cere¬ 
mony saw the 
inauguration of a 
dining room and 
one of two smaller 




worship halls, with the second due to come 
into use in about a month’s time. 

Five of Gravesend’s most senior Sikhs bore 
flags as they walked beside a van transport¬ 
ing the Gum Granth Sahib - the Sikh holy 
scripture - from its previous home in 
Clarence Place to the new temple in Khalsa 
Avenue. They were followed by fellow wor¬ 
shippers dressed in traditional Sikh attire as 
the Panj Piaras. 

The rest of the temple, including the main 
hall will be formally opened during 
the Vaisakhi harvest festival celebrations 
next April. 

Last weekend also saw the first Sikh wed¬ 
ding take place there. 

Mr Dhesi said: “First and foremost the gur¬ 
dwara is a place of worship but it’s also a 
place for people to come together. It’s not just 
for Sikhs to enjoy, it’s for the whole commu¬ 
nity and that has always been the case.

A MARTIAL arts expert 
who has been in a long bat¬ 
tle against cancer has 
become the first woman in 
the UK to become a master 
in the tsuyoi ryu form of 
karate. 

And as if that wasn’t enough, 
Sandra Beale has taken on a myriad 
of other responsibilities. 

When she was aged just nine, she 
found a tennis-ball sized lump under 
her arm which eventually led to hav¬ 
ing two ribs removed, long stays in 
hospital, and a doctor telling her 
parents she only had a 50-50 chance 
of pulling through. 

But she showed what a dramatic 
fighter she was going to become and 
beat the cancer, for now at least. 

She has been director of operations 
at the Heme Bay based National 
Association of Karate and Martial 
Art Schools for 17 years. 

Now the 41-year-old has passed 
the 5th Dan karate grade in tsuyoi 
ryu karate - making her a master, or 
‘shihan’. 

Sandra, from Heme Bay, said she 
used to accompany her husband’s 
trips to karate lessons and did 
things like take the register. 

She said: “I get bored, and thought I 
would try it out, and found I loved it. 

“It is a great honour to achieve my 
5th Dan. I could never have imag¬ 
ined achieving this level. Without 
the support of my husband and ded¬ 
ication and loyalty of my students, I 
wouldn’t have reached this stage.” 

She is married to Joe Ellis, the 
chairman of NAKMAS, which has 
73,000 members. 

As a youngster, Sandra was diag¬ 
nosed with Ewing’s Sarcoma, a rare 
form of cancer. 

After surgery, radiotherapy and 
two years of chemotherapy she sur-

vived, but the extensive treatment caused 
other illnesses, including damage to the heart. 

As Sandra grew older, she developed skin 
cancer, and recently needed hip resurfacing - 
an alternative treatment to his replacement. 

She said: “I still have to go back for checkups 
every year, and it was only in the last four 
years that I stopped being under the paediatric 
unit, which was quite amusing. 


“I told them that perhaps it was time I went 
to the adult unit. 

“I am hoping everything is behind me now, 
but all this has gone on for so long I am used 
to it and just take it all in my stride now. I can’t 
dwell on it. I just got on with it.” 

Sandra has been practising karate for 18 
years and is also the joint chief instmctor to 
the Kent Karate Schools. 

She teaches classes in Ashford and 
Canterbury, specialising in teaching children, 
including those with Asperger Syndrome and 
other special needs. 


Away from her many martial arts commit¬ 
ments, Sandra’s true passion is dance and she 
has competed in professional dance competi¬ 
tions since she was four years-old. She contin¬ 
ues to dance, practising and teaching alongside 
her father, Alan. 

Sandra is also an academic and attained a 
Master of Arts in education from the 
University of Kent. She is about to commence 
study for a doctorate in education at the 
Sheffield Hallam University, specialising in 
autism within sport and physical activity.

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More smokers kicking the habit than anywhere in UK 


THOUSANDS of smokers across 
Kent are stubbing out the habit with 
help from NHS services, writes 
Jenna Pudelek. 

NHS South East Coast, the strate¬ 
gic health authority (SHA) leading 
healthcare across Kent, Surrey and 
Sussex, said the region had the best 
stopping smoking success rate in 
England. 

In west Kent, where smokers cost 
the health service £10 million in 
hospital admissions every year, more 
than 3,000 people quit in 2008. 

NHS West Kent said its stop smok¬ 


ing service at GP surgeries helped 
2,000 people give up, and by working 
in prisons and military barracks a 
further 700 went smoke-free. 

Research shows 70 per cent of 
smokers want to give up, but only 
two to three per cent successfully 
quit each year. The SHA has pledged 
to provide effective ‘tobacco control’ 
services in its 10-year vision for 
healthcare in the region. 

Professor William Roche, the 
authority’s medical director, said: 
“The stop smoking service hit a 58 per 
cent success rate in the last year that 


is the best of any region in England.” 

The west Kent primary care trust 
(PCT) held its first stop smoking 
awards to highlight best practice 
among services and individuals in 
the area. 

Dr Sanjay Singh of the Invicta 
Practice-Based Commissioning Group 
has been supporting smokers wanting 
to kick the habit for up to six months, 
rather than the usual practice of four 
weeks. He found smokers were more 
likely to give up and not relapse. 

St Luke’s Medical Practice in 
Maidstone was praised for helping 


88 per cent of people who signed up 
with the service stop smoking. 

In Pembury near Tunbridge Wells, 
the Waterfield House Surgery 
checked potential non-smokers’ car¬ 
bon monoxide levels. The test shows 
how the amount of the dangerous gas 
found in their lungs has reduced 
since they last smoked. 

The device was used on each per¬ 
son who signed up for the stop smok¬ 
ing service. 

Stop smoking service manager 
Sharon Ives said: “The NHS West 
Kent service is free and with our 


support you are four times more 
likely to successfully quit.” 

Midwife Tanya Goldsmith from 
Darent Valley Hospital in Dartford 
picked up an accolade at the awards 
on June 30 for supporting pregnant 
women to stop smoking. 

An innovation award was given to 
Julia Bentley and the Patient 
Administration System team at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust who introduced a system 
to send referrals directly from the 
hospital to the stop smoking service 
electronically. 


Teen dragged 21-ytw-olri victim 
from the street before rap in g her

A TEENAGE rapist who dragged his 
victim to a dark and secluded area of 
wasteland has been jailed for seven- 
and-a-half years, writes Steve Knight. 

Michael Peters, 19, from Woolwich, south-east 
London, also hit the terrified 21-year-old when 
she screamed before forcing her to perform a sex act 
on him. 

The attack took place in Crayford, Bexley, at 
about 12.50am on April 23. 

Peters pleaded guilty to two counts of rape the fol¬ 
lowing month and was jailed at Woolwich Crown 
Court on Tuesday. 


Judge Charles Byers, sentencing, said: “An apolo¬ 
gy may give some small comfort to the victim of this 
dreadful crime, but it can never be enough. 

“I regard this as a sustained attack because you 
took a complete stranger off the streets, attacked her 
from behind and then raped her in a dark and seclud¬ 
ed area. It must be every woman’s nightmare. You 
have manifested yourself to be a danger to women.” 

Forensic 

Peters followed his victim - who cannot be named 
for legal reasons - as she walked along Station 
Road, Crayford Road and Whitehill Road, before 
pouncing on her at the junction with Dartford Road. 


He left vital DNA evidence at the scene and was 
identified and arrested within five days of the offence. 

Judge Byers told Peters: ‘You initially denied this 
allegation, but because of the forensic evidence you 
pleaded guilty and spared your victim the ordeal of 
a trial and of her having to give evidence in court. 

“However, this sustained and planned crime can¬ 
not go unpunished. I cannot ignore the fact you are 
at risk of committing further violent offences.” 

Peters was arrested following an investigation by 
Bexley police’s Sapphire Unit, which handles all sex¬ 
ual offences in the borough. 

The teenager will now remain on the sex offend¬ 
ers’ register for life.

A CHILDREN’S televi¬ 
sion programme based on 
the classic Just William 
series of books is to be 
remade by the BBC. 

Iconic British author Richmal 
Crompton wrote 38 separate collec¬ 
tions of short stories about the mis¬ 
chievous schoolboy William Brown, 
before her death at Famborough 
Hospital, Bromley, in 1969. 

The books have already been 
adapted for television twice before 
- the most notable of which 
starred Diana Dors and Bonnie 
Langford when it was screened on 
ITV in 1976 - but the BBC has 
decided to breathe new life into 
the character once more. 

CBBC controller Anne Gilchrist 
announced the programme’s 
return at the Showcomotion chil¬ 
dren’s media conference in 
Sheffield this week. 

She said: “These new commis¬ 
sions reflect the originality and 
diversity of the CBBC schedule 


and reinforce our commitment to 
working with the most innovative 
new and established creative 
British talent around.” 

Born Richmal Lamburn in 
1890, Lancashire girl Crompton 
adopted her new surname in 1917 
for fear her employers at Bromley 
High School would object to her 
writing books in her spare time. 

She wrote the first nine William 
Brown books at her home in 


Cherry Orchard Road, with more 
being penned at The Glebe in 
nearby Oakley Road where she 
lived between 1928 and 1954. 

Even after her death at the age 
of 78, Crompton’s name still lives 
on in the borough where William’s 
many adventures were thought to 
be based. 

A Wetherspoon pub in 
Westmoreland Place was named 
after the author - who also wrote 


about 50 adult works - while the 
former Scrubs Farm Field on 
Bromley Common was redevel¬ 
oped as the Richmal Crompton 
Fields in 2007. 

The first Just William adapta¬ 
tion was for a 1940 film starring 
Planet of the Apes actor Roddy 
McDowall as William’s best friend 
Ginger, while one of two 1948 
sequels featured future Doctor 
Who Jon Pertwee in one of his 
earliest screen roles. 

The series was also transformed 
into both radio and stage shows 
before the BBC brought it to the 
small screen for the first time in 
the early 1960s. 

The first series saw future 
Minder tough guy Dennis 
Waterman in the leading role, but 
he was later replaced by the less¬ 
er-known Denis Gilmore. 

According to the corporation, 
the 2010 adaptation for Sundays 
on BBC One will be set in 1952 
and feature “the world’s most 
famous scruffy schoolboy in a new 
series of appalling scrapes”. 

The series is being written by 
Simon Nye, who is best known for 
creating the popular 1990s sitcom 
Men Behaving Badly.

PHAROS 
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Tanked up 

War show enthusiast and pals 
recreate WWII German Panzer

WHAT do industrial welders do 
for fun? Build replica German 
World War Two tanks, of course. 

Jon Phillips, 49, loves it so much, he has 
now built several, and admits he just 
can’t stop. 

Because the Germans lost the war, much 
of their military hardware was decommis¬ 
sioned when the fighting stopped. Or in lay¬ 
man’s terms, destroyed to stop the German 
army rising once again. 

That means any genuine German war 
machine now commands massive prices, 
which means Jon has the market for putting 
together some of the world’s best replicas. 

He shows them off at war re-enactment 
displays, but is baffled why British and 
American fans alike keep asking him why 
he builds German machinery. 

Chassis 

Jon, from Hoo, near Rochester, told the 
Kent on Sunday: “It’s easy - it gives 
them something to shoot at during these 
meetings. 

“It was built from the chassis of a British 
AFV432 personnel carrier. The 432 was 
vital to the project because its dimensions 
are almost exact.” 

He also gets particularly angry when peo¬ 
ple accuse of him being a Nazi sympathiser 
because he only builds German vehicles. 

Jon said: “I am just a normal bloke doing 
something I love. I don’t love the Nazis, I 
just want to build things other people 
aren’t. I do get upset when anyone dares 
suggest anything else. 

“War shows need two sides - how could 
they carry on if everyone just built Allied 
vehicles?” 



His girlfriend Stefanie also goes along to 
the events with their four children. 

Jon’s new Panzer has a swivelling turret 
and a radio system. 

The guns fires gas shots, which make a 
loud bang, but no shell. A cross section of 
steel bar has to be welded into the end of 
the turret gun to stop people dropping 
things inside, which would then be shot out 
when fired. 

The tank next goes into action with guns 
blazing at the War and Peace Show, which 
takes place at The Hop Farm, Paddock 
Wood, on July 22-26. 

Jon said: “Tanks like this are so rare 
these days that you can only find them in 
museums. 

“If you could buy one it would cost hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds. We got hold 
of a British AFV432, which is a tracked 
vehicle, and completely rebuilt it into a 
German tank.” 

Fellow enthusiast Tim Bluck, an elec¬ 
tronics engineer, said: “The biggest job was 
to move the engine further back. 

“It’s a massive Rolls Royce beast which is 
so heavy that our forklift, which carries 
two-and-a-half tonnes, struggled to shift it.” 

Most of the plating was welded by Jon’s 
son Lewis, who is planning a career with 
the Royal Marines. He was working under 
the direction of Harold Marillier, an expert 
on German armour. 

The team got hold of a ring bearing from 
an old British Scorpion tank on which the 
turret sits and swivels with satisfying ease, 
he said. 

Jon said: “Of course it’s not the real 
thing, but it gives people a good impres¬ 
sion of what a Panzer III looked like and 
how it operated. 

“I just do this for fun now. I do earn a lit¬ 
tle bit from doing work for others, but these 
big projects, which take over 10 weeks to 
complete, are just a hobby, and I love it.”

Honouring murdered marines 


TODAY will see evidence 
of the continuing bond 
between Deal and its 
favourite adopted sons - 
the Royal Marines - as 
an estimated 10,000 spec¬ 
tators gather on the 
recreation ground close to 
the seafront for a concert. 

Twenty years ago a terrorist 
outrage that shook the whole 
country took place when 11 young 
bandsmen from Deal’s Royal 
Marines School of Music were 
killed by an IRA bomb. 

A further 21 were injured by the 
device, which exploded at 8.27am 
on September 22,1989. 

A 151b time bomb had been

placed in the recreational centre 
of the music school. The blast 
destroyed the building and lev¬ 
elled the neighbouring accommo¬ 
dation block killing the Marines - 
musicians whose only role in 
active service would have been as 
stretcher bearers. 

The act caused national revul¬ 
sion - but served to strengthen 
the already firm links between 
Deal and the Marines. 

A bandstand was built close to 
the seafront which bears the 
names of those killed and each 
year the Marines band, now 
based in Portsmouth, return to 
play a concert. 



But this weekend is set to be 
even more poignant than usual 
because it is the 20th anniversary 
of the attack.

Picture is changing 

THERE could be any number of reasons as 
to why Kent’s speed cameras caught less 
law-breaking motorists last year than they 
did in 2007. 

Sat navs, a better knowledge of the position 
of the cameras and even the recession have all 
been suggested, although it is impossible to 
know if any one has played a bigger role than 
the rest. But regardless of what has caused it, 
a reduction of 34,833 motorists caught is sig¬ 
nificant and suggests the cameras are succeed¬ 
ing at least in getting people to slow down. 

The real test of course is whether that has 
resulted in a drop in the number of accidents, 
deaths and injuries, and the Kent and 
Medway Safety Camera Partnership says it 
has by 63 per cent since 2002. 

Many people will continue to believe a 
speed camera is a money-making device 
rather than a life-saving one. 

But surely it’s better to have cars driving 
slowly through our residential areas than 
putting us at danger by speeding. 

In the short-term speed cameras are here 
to stay and we have to get used to it. 

And if these new figures are anything to go 
by, it seems many of us already have.

Warning over warming 


Climate change is an immediate threat to the 
lives of millions of people in the developing world. 
The harmful effects of global warming may not yet 
be felt in this country, but the UK should be leading 
the way to reaching a global agreement to cap 
greenhouse gas emissions this December at the 
UN talks in Copenhagen, says GREG CLARK MP. 


IT IS a cruel irony that 
those least responsible for 
destabilising our climate 
system will be the ones 
who suffer its impacts 
both first and hardest. 

As we sit through what has (so 
far) been a veiy pleasant English 
summer, it can be understandably 
difficult for people in Britain to 
appreciate the dangerous conse¬ 
quences of climate change are, in 
other parts of the world, not a 
threat facing future generations, 
but a real danger to the health and 
prosperity of millions alive today. 

It is great that Oxfam organ¬ 
ised a Climate Hearing in 
Tunbridge Wells, which allowed 
local people to hear the experi¬ 
ences of speakers from Uganda, 
Malawi and Bangladesh where 
climate change is already affect¬ 
ing their families, livelihoods and 
communities. 

Bangladesh, for example, is 
vulnerable because it is so low 
lying and therefore acutely vul¬ 
nerable to flooding and extreme 
storms, which are now becoming 
ever more frequent and more 
devastating. More than three 
million Bangladeshis were made 
homeless by cyclone Sidr in 2007 
and nearly 30 per cent of the 
country’s rice harvest was lost. 

Oxfam estimates that 375 mil¬ 
lion people globally may be 
affected by climate-related disas¬ 
ters by as soon as 2015. 


But now is no time to get 
depressed by the scale of this 
challenge. We are not powerless 
in the face of this threat. We can 
and must help the world’s poor¬ 
est countries adapt to the warm¬ 
ing that is already inevitable. 

But, if we can secure an effec¬ 
tive global deal to reduce man¬ 
made greenhouse gas emissions, 
then it is certainly not too late to 
prevent our climate from getting 
to the point where it becomes 
dangerously unstable. 

The next six months are vital 
to ensuring that such a global 
deal is done. 

In December the UK will partic¬ 
ipate in United Nations talks at 
Copenhagen which, if successful, 
will produce a global agreement to 
limit future man-made green¬ 
house gas emissions sufficiently 
to keep atmospheric warming 
within two degrees Celsius, the 
threshold beyond which scientists 
fear the impacts of warming will 
become considerably more dan¬ 
gerous and expensive. 

For any deal to be effective it 
must include binding emissions 
reduction targets from the main 
developed world emitters and a 


comprehensive plan for tangible 
action from the developing world, 
including an international system 
for financing new technology and 
adaptation to the climate change 
impacts that our visitors from 
Uganda, Malawi and Bangladesh 
are already experiencing. 

My party is committed to ensur¬ 
ing such a deal takes place and 
believes strongly the UK should 
be in a leadership role in seeking 
an effective agreement. 

Britain was the first country in 
the world to industrialise so we 
have a historic responsibility to 
ensure we not only dramatically 
reduce our own greenhouse gas 
emissions today, but also assist 
developing countries in leap-frog¬ 
ging the carbon intensive devel¬ 
opment that we did not have the 
technology to avoid. 

Another reason why the UK 
should lead in securing a global 
deal and developing a low carbon 
economy is because it will be 
good for our country to do so. 

Reducing our fossil fuel 
dependence will protect our bills 
from future energy price shocks 
like the ones recently. Making 
our homes and businesses, and 



the appliances in them, more 
energy efficient will save billions 
of pounds on wasted energy. 

And thanks to our skilled work¬ 
force and excellent research insti¬ 
tutions, Britain is ideally placed 
to seize an enormous economic 
opportunity from developing new 
clean technologies and services 
which will create many new jobs 
where we badly need them. 

I am delighted that our visitors 
from Uganda, Malawi and 
Bangladesh have agreed to come 
and speak in our community and 
bring the stray of climate change 
home to us. Their experience is not 
only a call to action for us today, 
but also a clear warning of a 
future which we must do all in our 
power to avoid. I strongly believe 
an effective deal at Copenhagen is 
not only essential, but is also in the 
best interests of our national 
security, our social health and our 
economic interest here at home.

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Bigoted Bishop should go 


So the homophobic "bigot’ of Rochester; 
Michael Nazir-Ali; is moaning again about 
the gay community ahead of the meeting 
in London of a sad collection of so-called 
Christian traditionalists. 

In the Bishop’s case, he is in my view, on a 
guilt trip based on his conversion from 
Islam to Christianity and tries to "prove’ it 
with a load of "holier than thou’ utterances. 

Yet he himself has been the victim of 
racism and death threats due to the con¬ 
version but, conveniently, fails to see the 
that bigotry is bigotry whoever it’s aimed 
at. 

He calls on gay people to “repent and 
change” failing, inevitably, to respect the 
fact that being gay is completely natural 
and always has been, as shown by scientif¬ 
ic studies. 

Indeed, just a short while ago scientists 
found one of the genes for being transexual. 

There are also a growing number of 
studies showing that gay behaviour occurs 


across the natural world and they were 
clearly suggesting that such is beneficial to 
the survival of all species. 

The Bishop and his ilk though are 
rather like those who berated Darwin on 
publication of The Origin of Species. 

They have been roundly both denounced 
and proved wrong. 

Further, the Catholic Church could not 
accept Galileo’s discovery of moons around 
Jupiter and took 400 years to issue a "half¬ 
hearted ‘ apology.

Volunteer to protect ID 

Last week’s headlines appeared to proclaim a 
major climb-down over ID cards: they were 
no longer to be compulsory for UK citizens. 
Wonderful news! Well, it it is for those airport 
and railway workers that were targeted to be 
forced to carry them. However, all is not as it 
seems, the rest of the database state scheme 
is still very much in place and proceeding. 

Once more government spin has triumphed 
and much of the media has got it wrong. The 
new Home Secretary Alan Johnson has not 
made any significant changes to the scheme. 
Compulsion by stealth is still the order of the 
day, just as it always was. Someone joining 
the ID scheme ‘voluntarily will still be plac¬ 
ing control of their identity in the hands of 
the Identity and Passport Service for life. 

The Home Office line remains the same. No 
compulsion (as the Home Office defines it) 
was going to be applied until almost everyone 


had ‘volunteered’ and then it was only a mat¬ 
ter of rounding up a minority of resisters and 
marginalised people. 

The Home Office’s idea of “voluntary” is not 
the same as yours and mine. 

Since 2004 the scheme was (and it still is) 
to proceed by “designating” one-by-one under 
the Identity Cards Act 2006 other documents 
issued by official bodies - in the first place 
passports. 

Once a document has been designated, you 


won’t be able to apply for one without also 
applying to be entered, for life, on the nation¬ 
al identity register. If you don’t agree to be 
registered it won’t be that you are refused 
(say) a passport; you’d have voluntarily decid¬ 
ed not to apply. 

There’s no compulsion to have a passport. It 
is useful for travelling. 

But you aren’t compelled to travel. 

Or (say) to drive. Or to work as a security 
guard. Or with children. Or in healthcare. To 


get parole from prison. To practice as a 
lawyer... 

Any official licence, registration certificate 
or permit can be designated, and - in the 
Home Office’s skewed logic - handing control 
of your identity to the Home Office’s Identity 
and Passport Service will still be entirely 
voluntary. 

That they were due for a confrontation with 
the airside workers’ unions over designating 
new passes at Manchester and City Airports 
is an illustration of just how voluntary “vol¬ 
untary” really is. But the fact they have now 
ducked that fight for political convenience 
suggests saying no does work - if you say it 
loudly enough. 

So, nationally and locally our campaign 
goes on - and will continue until our princi¬ 
pal demand is met: the repeal of the 2006 ID 
Cards Act, and preferably a few related 
“database state measures” put through as 
part of other Acts. The liberty-and-privacy 
threatening powers still exist, albeit some of 
them on the “back-burner” and could be res¬ 
urrected at any time in the future.

Lesson in responsibility 

Medway Council’s Tory group are blaming 
the Government for everything that goes 
wrong. First it was Medway Tunnel, then 
school closures, now it’s Capstone Valley. Of 
course, if they were a bit more honest they 
might admit their own involvement in theses 
serious issues facing Medway residents. 

Firstly, school closures. The Tories say the 
Government is making them close good 
schools. But when you read the Government’s 
own guidance and its letter to the council it is 
clearly up to the council to decide what to do 
with Medway schools and the government 
actually says the council should invest in 
good schools, not close them. 

Secondly, Capstone Valley. The Tories blame 
the Government for the possibility that devel¬ 
opers might build thousands of houses there. 
But the council writes the local development 
framework and had the chance to rule out 
this possibility two years ago if it had not 
made such a mess of the framework. The dif¬ 
ference is Labour would only allow major 
house building on former commercial land 
not on greenspaces like Capstone, whereas 
the Tories’ record shows housebuilding on 
greenspaces in Medway like Copperfield in 
Rochester. 

Thirdly, the tunnel. The agreement with 
Rochester Bridge Trust is the responsibility 
of the council not the Government. That’s 
why it is so important that any deal to buy 
the tunnel is a fair one for Medway Council 
taxpayers. 

Medway residents need a sensible answer 
to plans for local schools, protecting valuable 
greenspaces like Capstone Valley and 
Copperfield and the long-term maintenance 
of the tunnel. Whether it’s the tunnel, school 
closures, or Capstone Valley, Medway Tories 
blame someone else for their own mistakes 
and incompetence. It’s about time they held 
their hands up and took those responsibilities 
seriously.

Perhaps the Liberals representing residents 
in Gillingham will join me in commending 
proposals for a new £3 million school at 
Bamsole and the improvements at Napier 
school. 

Let’s be clear, the Labour group in Medway 
are not interested in the well-being of chil¬ 
dren - instead they are intent on political 


point scoring. In comparison, the only concern 
for the Conservatives on Medway Council is 
the long-term interests of all our children in 
Medway.

Let’s tackle Parkinson’s 

In 2007 my mother died with Parkinson’s, a 
devastating neurological condition, for which 
there is no cure. The care she received from 
her local hospital and subsequently home 
carers was exemplary, and made dealing with 
the illness much more bearable for her. 
However, not everyone suffering with 
Parkinson’s is lucky enough to get the same 
level of care as she did. 

The National Institute for Clinical 
Excellence ‘NICE’ guideline on Parkinson’s 
has been in place for over three years, yet on 
July 8 the All Party Parliamentary Group for 
Parkinson’s disease released a report high¬ 
lighting shocking variations in access to 
treatment and services across the country. 
This included limited information for 
patients, lack of respite for carers, and poor 
access to expert nursing and therapy, all 
underpinned by a failure to deliver a ‘joined 
up’ approach to care. 

The problem won’t go away. With an ageing 
population, the number of people with 
Parkinson’s will inevitably rise. In the UK 
today there are approximately 120,000 people 
with Parkinson’s - equal to the population of 
Norwich - affecting one in 100 of people over 
65 and one in 50 of those over 80. Just how 
will this country, and ultimately the taxpayer, 
cope with the added cost of care? 

It shocks me to realise that my mother was 
one of the lucky ones. We must ensure all 
people with Parkinson’s, wherever they live, 
are given the ‘Fair Care’ they deserve.

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Joint initiative gives 
criminals chance to 
gain vocational s kills 


A NEW project to improve 
the skills and aspirations of 
offenders serving communi¬ 
ty sentences has opened in 
the county. 

The probation services hopes the 
project New Skills, New Lives, which 
is based at a dedicated learning centre 
in West Kent College, Tonbridge, will 
reduce re-offending across the county. 

Sarah Billiald, Kent Probation’s 
chief officer, said: “This project is a 
wonderful example of collaborative 
partnership working to reduce re¬ 
offending in Kent and Medway. 

“The centre provides a much-need¬ 
ed and critical resource for Kent 
Probation with more than 50 per 
cent of offenders on our caseload hav¬ 
ing training or employment needs. 

“Employability of offenders is a 
major contributoiy factor to reduce the 
likelihood of future offending, so the 
new centre will not only benefit offend¬ 
ers on their community orders, but

also the wider communities in Kent.” 

Offenders are given the chance to 
improve their literacy and numeracy 
skills. They are also given vocational 
training through voluntary place¬ 
ments with local businesses. 

The scheme was set up to encourage 
offenders, who often have had nega¬ 
tive experiences of education and 
work, gain skills and employment. 

Expansion 

Mainstream training providers 
often do not understand the needs of 
offenders, Kent Probation said. 

Offenders also face difficulties access¬ 
ing mainstream vocational training. 

The scheme, which launched last 
month, is also open to people released 
from prison on a temporary licence. 

Steve Hyland, operational director 
of New Skills, New Lives, said: 
“Opening our own training centre in 


Tonbridge is a big step forward and 
has been made possible by the 
strength of the partnership and its 
respective organisations. 

“Summer 2009, will see further 
expansion of our delivery sites 
including the opening of a new deliv¬ 
ery centre in Folkestone, servicing 
learners from across south Kent.” 

Offenders have been involved with 
the project from the beginning. 

Labour costs for the new centre 
were kept to a minimum by using 
people on Community Payback sen¬ 
tences to paint and decorate the 
building ahead of the launch. 

New Skills, New Lives is a partner¬ 
ship project between Kent Probation, 
Kent County Council, Kent Criminal 
Justice Board, the Prison Service and 
West Kent College. 

The centre will be fully up and run¬ 
ning by the end of this month when a 
range of courses including accounting, 
business administration, retail skills, 
beauty, health and social care, driving 
and engineering will be on offer.

Discover the environment at 
Kent Country Parks 

Kent Country Parks have more to offer this summer to entertain the children and help 
them understand the environment. We have installed three new play areas at parks 
across the county and a full events programme has been set up where children can 
discover more about the local wildlife. 

At Shorne Woods, Lullingstone and Brockhill Country Parks, new state-of-the-art play areas 
have been created for pre-schoolers to teenagers.They all feature unusual pieces of play equipment, 
for climbing, sliding and swinging that have been designed to challenge children and increase their 
confidence. All are constructed from sustainable resources. 


Many of our parks also offer opportunities for children to get involved with the nature in the parks. 
This summer at Brockhill, Lullingstone and Shorne Woods Country Parks, we are running one-day 
holiday clubs, where children aged 8-13 years can join experienced staff to be rangers for the day, or 
learn skills to survive in the woodland.Young children aged 3-7 years can explore the great outdoors and 
discover nature in its natural environment. Craft and mini-beast sessions are also available, as are Summer 
Holiday Trails. At Canterbury Environmental Education Centre we are putting on themed days of 
games, crafts and outdoor discovery at the Mini-Buzz Club and Buzz Club. 

There are 22 Country Parks across Kent that Kent County Council own or manage. All offer a great 
opportunity to enjoy safe access into the countryside.They are situated in some of the best nature habitats and 
spectacular landscapes that Kent has to offer, with woodlands and valleys, meadows and riverbanks. Many have 
catering, picnic areas and marked walks and offer everything for a perfect day out in these credit-crunch days. 

Forest Schools at Shorne Woods Country Park 

Education services have been extended at Shorne Woods Country Park 
with the opening of the innovative forest school. 

This unique environment offers children of all ages and abilities the opportunity to 
experience the woodland.They can gain confidence and raise their self-worth 
through a series of achievable hands-on tasks, and the beautiful country park 
provides the perfect environment for it.Teachers have described the experience as 
‘inspirational, opinion-changing and challenging’. 

So far this summer term, over 2,000 school children have visited Shorne Woods 
Country Park on educational visits. Students can witness the park’s extraordinary 
diversity, see renewable energy technologies in action and explore the park’s heritage. 

We also have dedicated education teams at Lullingstone Country Park and Canterbury Environmental Education Centre. 

They each offer environmental education sessions all year round.The staff at the parks can help teachers plan and design a 
visit for their specific needs. Using the parks’ resources, we can offer activities covering subjects such as Science, English, 
Geography and Citizenship.

Why not get out and about this summer and enjoy the 
sunshine on a leisurely walk, taking in everything the 
beautiful Kent countryside has to offer? 


The charming town of Edenbridge at the heart of the Eden Valley in 
West Kent provides an ideal base for a relaxed 3 mile (4.8km) 
circular walk. Our route takes you on a journey through some of the 
most picturesque countryside and rich historic settings in the area. 

Beginning in the Marlpitt Hill area, the route immediately takes you 
away from the hustle and bustle of the vibrant town of Edenbridge to 
the surrounding countryside; a welcome escape from everyday life. 

Our route passes a restored moat that marks the spot where Broxham Manor stood in the 13th century. The manor was 
rebuilt and now stands opposite the moat, after twice being damaged in fires. As we continue on towards Broxham Wood, keep 
an eye out for the deer herd that have made one of the local fields their home. 

Edenbridge was originally established at the Roman 
crossing point of one of the River Medway’s key 
tributaries, the River Eden.The old part of the town was 
built along a section of the otherwise disused Roman road, 
the London to Lewes Way, at the point where it crossed 
the river. Iron slag from iron smelting in the surrounding 
area was used in building the road. In the Middle Ages, it 
became a centre of theWealden iron industry. 

A local legend claims that in the 16th century two ladies of 
the parish complained about having difficulties reaching the 
church on the stepping stones across the river. Money was 
raised locally and a Great Stone Bridge Trust was formed 
to ensure a good river crossing for the town.

There are many medieval timber buildings in the town, one of 
which, originally a 14th century farmhouse, now houses the 
Eden Valley Museum. If you are in need of refreshment on 
your return to the village there is a great choice of cafes, 
restaurants and inns. Definitely worth a visit is Ye Old Crown 
Inn, another one of the town’s notable ancient buildings 
that is hard to miss, with its rare pub sign bridging the 
High Street. 

If you have time to spare at the end of the walk, there is a 
fascinating trail that can be followed highlighting many of the 
historic buildings around the town centre.To make the most 
of your visit why not plan it to coincide with a local event? 
Edenbridge holds a weekly Thursday market, a farmers’ 
market on the third Saturday of the month, and in November 
one of the oldest bonfire celebrations in the country.

The Garden of England is a beautiful place with huge 
varieties of wildlife and habitats for everyone to see and 
enjoy.Wildlife spotting is not only limited to specific 
designated sites; there are some great places to see all 
kinds of species, if you keep your eyes peeled.You can 
spot wildlife in your town centre, along the side of 
roads, in parks, woodlands, hedges, roadside verges, 
gardens or grasslands. 

Volunteers carry out much of the wildlife recording in Kent, 
gathering the information in their own time.The records they 

collect are then submitted to The Kent and Medway Biological Records Centre, where it is added to 
their species database.This information is invaluable and can be used for a variety of reasons 
including the production of distribution maps, which show where in the county different species have 
been recorded. 


For the last four years, Kent County Council has been involved in organising Kent Goes Wild, 
an event which encourages more people to become interested in wildlife recording and 
conservation.This year we are holding the event at Mote Park, Maidstone on 26 and 27 September 
The county’s wildlife recorders and local and national organisations will be there to answer any questions you may have. 
Children can also take part in junior recorders activities, and learn more about Kent’s wildlife.

Explore Kent’s past! 


The Exploring Kent’s Past project will help increase access to heritage information in Kent.The Kent Historic 
Environment Record (HER), maintained by Kent County Council, is an extensive collection of information 
relating to Kent’s heritage. At its heart is a database containing records on over 40,000 archaeological sites and 
finds, historic buildings and landscapes. Records cover sites dating from the palaeolithic period to the present 
day and include a wide range of monuments such as iron age hillforts, Roman villas, medieval castles and water 
mills, 20th century pillboxes and Cold War bunkers. 

In the past this information was only available from our offices at County Hall, but 
thanks to funding from the Heritage Lottery Fund, the Kent Historic 
Environment Record database is now available online at www.kent.gov.uk/HER. 
You can explore the heritage of your town or village, research a particular period 
or theme, or learn more about a site that is already known to you.The website 
also contains a range of suggestions for getting involved in Kent’s heritage, for 
instance you could join a local archaeology society, carry out research or 
participate in the Shorne Woods Community Archaeology project.There are 
also 66 Days Out in the Past for anyone who wants to visit some of Kent’s 
outstanding heritage sites. 

In addition to the new website, the Exploring Kent’s Past project has allowed 
our team to meet a huge number of people, and work with a number 
of volunteers. 

We are always keen to work with new volunteers or local 
societies to improve and add to our information and help conserve 
Kent’s rich heritage.

We know Kent residents are keen to recycle as they know their efforts make a big difference. 

Every year in Kent, over half a million households produce 750,000 tonnes of waste. In Kent, 2,000 tonnes of waste is picked 
up every day! Around 40% of this is now being recycled thanks to you, Kent’s residents. At the same time, the amount of waste 
sent to landfill is falling dramatically.

Officers 
will keep 
Kent 
moving 



Kent Highway Services is committed to tackling the growing 
problems of congestion on Kent’s roads, so a trial of new Traffic 
Officers is taking place. This is similar to the Highways Agency 
service you will already have seen on the county’s motorways. 

Our primary objective is to ‘Keep Kent Moving’ and in doing so help make 
your journey as safe and as reliable as possible. 


Voicemail saves 
lives - get the 
message just drive 

Drivers are being urged to switch their 
mobile phones to voicemail to avoid 
being distracted while driving. 

Government research clearly shows that a 
driver using a mobile phone has a slower 
response time than a driver not on the 
phone. Response times are also worse for a 
mobile phone user compared to someone at 
the drink-drive limit. And using a hands-free 
phone while driving also slows your 
response time to a greater level than 
someone at the drink-drive limit. 



Where unforeseen incidents lead to additional congestion, our Traffic Officers 
will help by co-ordinating the resources of other highways services, liaising with 
the emergency services, managing the traffic and re-opening routes as soon as 
it is safe to do so. 

You’ll be able to identify these officers by the branded Kent Highway Services 
vehicles and high visibility uniform, clearly marking them as Traffic Officers. 

In addition to this, two of these officers are carrying bicycles in their vehicles, 
providing them with the ability to work their way through congested traffic and 
then deal with the cause of the congestion. Kent Highway Services Traffic 
Officers have be trained by Kent Police and accredited with delegated Police 
powers to effectively manage traffic situations.They will be able to stop and 
direct traffic (both vehicles and pedestrians), close roads, set diversions and, 
where necessary, lawfully ask for an individual’s name and address. 

It will be an offence not to comply with directions given by a Kent Highway 
Services Traffic Officer, but we hope that Kent’s road users will work with us, 
so everyone can keep moving. 


If you are using a phone while driving, the 
sting is a £60 fine and three penalty points. 
If you’re a new driver, you could go back to 
being a learner if you accumulate six points 
in the first two years after passing your 
test - that’s for just making a couple of 
mobile calls while driving, or one call and a 
speeding ticket. 

Drivers can avoid the risks simply by using 
voicemail, it’s much safer and avoids any 
dangerous distraction. Over 4,000 people in 
2008 were issued with fixed penalty notices 
for using a mobile phone while driving. It’s 
not just the driver who is at risk; under 
corporate manslaughter legislation brought 
in last year, employers can be prosecuted if 
employees are involved in a crash while 
making or receiving calls, even hands-free. 



Increased concern about overgrown hedges 

• We’re sure you’ve noticed how your grass and plants are growing very quickly at the 
moment, and overgrown hedges are becoming a common sight. 

Landowners have a duty of care and should check and maintain their hedges and trees on a yearly basis; 
if necessary have them inspected by a professional. Things you should look for are overhanging branches, 
> vegetation obscuring road signs or affecting visibility at junctions and bends, or anything that narrows the 
width of the road or pavement. Maintaining these areas is essential to keep the road safe for all users, 
including pedestrians, horse riders and cyclists. 

It is at this time of year you will notice the significant hedge growth, but don’t be tempted to cut back 
your hedges until around October, when birds will have finished nesting and the rate of growth has 
slowed down. 


Kent Highway Services Inspectors look out for potential danger caused by overhanging or 
overgrown vegetation, and will inform the landowner if there is an immediate safety issue 


that needs to be dealt with.

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Road work road rage - 
simply unacceptable 

Our workforce faces real danger everyday, not 
because of the conditions on site or the 
equipment they use, but shockingly, from 
careless and unacceptable behaviour from some 
members of the public. 



It is hard to believe we have had to call the police and 
ambulance crews to work sites, and staff have ended up 
in hospital with physical injuries following violent‘road 
rage’ attacks.This includes being punched and struck 
purposefully by vehicles. We are appealing to drivers to 
travel slowly and safely through road works taking 
notice of all signs. Just as importantly, drivers should never take their frustrations out on the workforce, verbally or physically. 
There have been 17 separate incidents, (33% of all incidents reported by workers) attributed to road rage. Like everyone, they 
have the right to do their job safely without the risk of attack. 




The work we carry out is necessary to keep Kent’s roads and pavements safe for all road users. We understand that road 
closures, diversions and temporary traffic lights can sometimes seem never ending and increase your journey times.To try and 
alleviate this we give advance warning about road closures and plan our road works to cause the least disruption; but sometimes 
there are emergencies that have to be dealt with immediately. 


We do everything we can to keep the roads safe and our workers safe. Please help us to ensure the unacceptable behaviour of a 
few comes to an end. 



We want to hear from you 

At Kent Highway Services we carry out regular inspections of the 
roads and pavements across our county.We can’t be everywhere all 
the time, which is why we need your help. If you spot a problem on the 
roads, you can tell us about it 24 hours a day, 365 days a year. So it’s 
easy to report a fault - if you want to do it online, go to our website 
www.kent.gov.uk/highways, or if you would prefer to speak to someone 
call 08458 247 800. Our website also has lots of information about the 
maintenance we do and details of planned resurfacing works. 


When you contact us, it would help if you can give us as 
much information as possible about the problem and its 
location.The more details we receive the easier it is for us 
to assess the fault.Try to tell us a clear location including 
road name, town, postcode (if available) and a description 
of where on the road or pavement the fault can be found. 


► If reporting a problem with a tree, tell us if it’s on a 
privately owned property (and provide the address of 
the tree owner if known) or if it is growing alongside 
the highway.The approximate thickness and length of a 
broken tree or branch is helpful too. 


► If reporting an issue with a streetlight, please provide 
the column number which is on the side of every lamp 
post, just above head-height. Also tell us the house 
number that the light is outside or opposite, or a 
description of the location. 

► If reporting a pothole, details of its location are very 
important for us to find it.Tell us the road name and the 
approximate size and location - if it’s in the middle or 
edge of the road or how far from a junction. 


This year we have £15.8 million more than last year 
to spend on highway maintenance, including winter 
service, road repairs, drainage and streetlights. 
Maintaining the roads in Kent is important to us, in 
addition to keeping them in a good condition it helps 
keep them safe for all road users. Come to us first 
with details of faults. With your help, we can keep 
Kent moving!

Kent County Council has reached the highest standard of 
environmental performance - setting Kent businesses a good example. 

For the first time, the whole council has been awarded ISO 14001 - the 
international standard for environmental management. We understand that only 
two other counties - Suffolk and Warwickshire - have managed this.

Kent County 
Council - 
preparing for 
climate change 


KCC is working to ensure all 
the services that we deliver 
understand the impacts of climate 
change and make provisions to 
adapt as necessary. 

The UK Climate Projections 2009 were 
released on 18 June 2009. 

These projections allow us to begin to 
quantify our changing climate and help 
us to make informed judgements on the 
risks that lie ahead. 

We are facing some significant changes 
in the south east with a possible 
summer rise in temperature of up to 
+3.9°C with around 22% less summer 
rainfall and 22% more winter rainfall by 
2080 if we maintain our current level of 
CO 2 emissions. 

KCC has been preparing for climate 
change for some time and we have 
been developing, with partners, a 
comprehensive action plan for preparing 
for climate change across the county 
by 2010. 

Actions will include: 

► Developing a better understanding 
of local impacts from severe weather 
events and how this will affect 

local services, the economy 
and community. 

► Ensuring our risk and emergency 
planning services are prepared and 
can respond appropriately. 

In particular, Kent Highways Services 
have undertaken significant work 
including:

VAUXHALL’S current grip on the 
family-cum-company car sector 
could be tightened by the imminent 
launch of a new Insignia flagship. 

The sleek Vauxhall - 2009 European Car of 
the Year - has outsold rivals like the Ford 
Mondeo, BMW 3-Series and Audi A4 so far this 
year and the addition of the eagerly-awaited 
325bhp VXR version can only boost its appeal. 

The new supermodel is also priced from a 
modest £30,995, available from September as 
a hatch, saloon and Sports Tourer (estate), yet 
it sits on an all-wheel-drive chassis and will 
hit 60mph in less than six seconds. 

The car joins a successful series of VXR per¬ 
formance models, ranging from the Corsa 
supermini spin-off to the Australian VXR8 
import otherwise known as the 'Thunder from 
Down Under’, but the Insignia sportster will 
be the first VXR with a 4x4 chassis.

HAVING sent a deputy to the launch of 
Ford’s Focus RS ultimate hot hatch, I drove 
the car at another Ford do celebrating, iron¬ 
ically, mean and green ECOnetic models.

JUST as Britain’s recession-hit drivers shun glitz 
and glamour, French carmakers have boosted the 
appeal of successful utility MPVs like the 
Renault Kangoo. 

The second generation Kangoo is no longer dis¬ 
advantaged in consumers’ eyes by being based on 
a van; this time the donor is the more expensive 
Renault Scenic MPV, yet Kangoo prices begin at 
a recession busting £11,200 for a car taller, wider 
and more capacious than before and featuring the 
same rear sliding doors layout. 

It appeals to families, action types needing to 
carry sports gear, dog lovers and tradesmen who 
need a van on weekdays and family holdall at 
weekends. 


FIAT has paid further homage to its origi¬ 
nal 1950s 500 Nuovo by launching a chic 
convertible version of the current and 
retro styled Cinquecento. 

And the UK - a major market for open- 
tops - is the world’s first to get the new 
Fiat 500C take on the 1957 fabric roof

While using the original’s roll top canvas

Greener Mondeo aims 
to claw back its sector 



FORD has struggled to hang onto 
the motor sector it once held in a 
vice-like grip. 

Indeed, so strong was its hold on family/com¬ 
pany car sales that the segment was referred 
to as the ‘Mondeo sector’ and was probably 
the Sierra sector and then Cortina sector 
before that. 

Recent years though have seen upmarket 
upstarts like the BMW 3-Series and Audi A4 
carve lumps off, while Vauxhall’s svelte new 
Insignia has outsold it so far in 2009. 

However, the Mondeo reclaimed sector lead¬ 
ership and seventh place in the UK sales top 
10 in June, and might now have an ace up its 
sleeve for the rest of this year. 

This is the new six-speed 2.0-litre, 115PS 
(113bhp) Mondeo ECOnetic offering a poten¬ 
tial average of 54mpg and claimed 64mpg for 
motorway cruising, C02 emissions of just 
139g/km translating into Band E (£120/year) 
road tax and low benefit-in-kind taxation for 
company car user choosers. 

Priced from £20,795 it is sold in five-door 
hatch or estate form, both versions featuring 
familiar ‘eco’ aids including low-rolling resist¬ 
ance tyres, optimum gear change indicator 
and better aerodynamics through air deflec¬ 
tors, a rear spoiler and sports suspension to 
lower the car, 

And while the ECOnetic is intended to be 
miserly on fuel, the interior is generous with 
creature comforts such as dual-zone automat¬ 
ic temperature control, Bluetooth connectivity 


with voice control for the phone and sound sys¬ 
tem, cruise control, seven airbags and Ford’s 
Quickclear heated front windscreen feature. 

You certainly don’t get the feel that you are 
driving an austerity package; the new engine 
option supplements the existing 1.8-litre, 
125PS (123bhp) Mondeo ECOnetic, but feels a 
lot smoother and should help Ford further 
boost its eco-friendly sub-brand this year - 
more Mondeo customers bought an ECOnetic 


in the first five months of 2009, than through¬ 
out 2008. The well-spaced six-speed change 
feels slick and underpins the top-notch 
Mondeo driving experience. 

Handling is only slightly compromised by the 
harder compound tyres used and the ECOnetic 
comes with ESP (electronic stability control 
and emergency brake assist) for extra sure¬ 
footedness. The other strong suit is the ‘stan¬ 
dard-fit’ space and versatility of the Mondeo 


cabin, but is all this enough for the ECOnetic 
to restore the Mondeo to sector dominance? 

Well, Vauxhall has its own green rival - the 
Insignia ecoFLEX - and both are shadowed by 
the BMW 3-Series, which comes with a fuel¬ 
saving, emissions-cutting EfficientDynamics 
eco package as standard, is coveted by compa¬ 
ny car users and also pleases fleet managers 
and lease companies with its low depreciation. 

The Mondeo still has a fight on its hands.

THREE things are deterring peo¬ 
ple from adopting greener cars. 

Firstly, fear that friends, neighbours and rel¬ 
atives say you’ve gone weird and say: “You 
think you know someone and then they buy an 
eco car - a wormery and rooftop windmill will 
be next, you watch.” 

Secondly, price. How do car manufacturers 
justify whacking a four-figure premium onto a 
standard model after simply tweaking the pow¬ 
ertrain, aerodynamics and changing the tyres? 

Thirdly, feeling that you are forsaking all 
driving pleasure and street cred to join a 
monastic motoring cult. 

Answer 1: We must all ‘get weird’ sooner or 
later, or we can’t look our kids in the eye. 

Answer 2: Carmakers must get real; trying to 
squeeze a few thousand quid here and there 
won’t save them when one of their number 
breaks ranks with a low-cost motor mass-pro¬ 
duced in the Far East to a credible eco-ftiendly 
Western brief. 

Answer 3: ‘Open your mind’; there are eco- 
ftiendly cars that don’t ask you to hang a dream 
catcher in your kitchen and make logs from old 
newspapers (I cut my hand badly doing that the 
other day). 

One of the best I’ve driven so far is the 
Vauxhall Corsa ecoFLEX; most carmakers 
now have a ‘green’ sub brand and ecoFLEX 
denotes the leanest and meanest versions of 
popular Vauxhalls; Ford uses ECOnetic and 
VW, confusingly, uses BlueMotion. 

The Corsa has adopted familiar fiddles to cut

75PS (74bhp) 1.3-litre diesel engine is mated 
with a widely-spaced five-speed gearbox for 
greater economy and, particularly, miserly 
motorway cruising - the engine is refined at 
70mph and the onboard computer reads 
around 60mpg. 

Vauxhall claims an average of around

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Good aerodynamics help; the Corsa has dis¬ 
tinctive slippery lines anyway, with hardly a 
kink side-on from nose to tailgate, the latter 
being finished by a stubby spoiler. 

But ride height has been shaved by 20mm 
and the car lightened by 45 kilos, too. 

It even has the narrower low-rolling resist¬ 
ance tyres favoured by the new eco car breed, 
which usually means much tyre squealing on 
bends and interesting handling; oh, how we 
love modem ‘sticky’ tyres and become grumpy 
about going back to something more upright. 

But this austerity package Corsa is really 
not that bad. Those eco tyres deliver plenty of 
grip and cornering power, while the diesel 


sounds lumpy first thing; refinement levels 
are good for this class and the slick gearbox 
and overall virtues of what is basically one of 
the best superminis around mean you don’t 
need to be an eco-warrior to consider it. 

The cabin is well-arranged, big and practical, 
particularly in five-door format, as tested here, 
with a false floor to the boot that delivers a flat 
load bay with rear seat backs folded down, but 
also offers a suitcase deep compartment 
between that floor and spare wheel stowage. 

The rear seat back can be set in two posi¬ 
tions, with the more upright maximising boot 
space at the expense of passenger comfort - 
monks will appreciate it though. 


My only big gripe is a drab cabin; Vauxhall 
threw the kitchen sink at the interior of its Agila 
supermin/MPV model - perhaps to create a 
point of difference with its Suzuki Splash twin 
sister - and the mid-range Corsa Club model 
we tested could really use some of that drama. 

Price? Not cheap and we have listed rivals 
(see Stats) with conventional versions that can 
match the ecoFLEX’s economy and emissions. 

Nor is there an equivalent standard Corsa to 
really cost our car against, though you should 
get a discount anyway in the current climate. 

Maybe time to take a closer look though - 
pick up a wind turbine brochure on the way to 
the dealer.

DOZENS of jobs could be lost in Kent 
after a recession-hit coffee shop chain 
went into administration. 

Three trading arms of Coffee Republic 
pic - Coffee Republic (UK) Ltd, Coffee 
Republic Franchising Ltd and Goodbean 
Ltd were declared insolvent this week. 

The chain runs eight branches in Kent and 
187 throughout the UK It employs more 
than 150 lull-time staff at its branches. 

No-one at its London head office would 
comment on the financial crisis. 

Richard Hill and David Crawshaw of 
KPMG Restructuring have been appoint¬ 
ed joint administrators of the chain’s 
three offshoots. 

A KPMG spokeswoman couldn’t say how 
many jobs will be lost in the county or how 
many of the eight branches - including 
one in Bluewater Shopping Centre, 
Greenhithe, and one at Ashford’s Eureka 
Entertainment Centre - will shut. 

Mr Hill said: “The recession is hitting 
discretionary spending on the High Street 
and some of the less profitable bars with 
expensive leases have suffered. 

“However, Coffee Republic has a strong 
brand and I expect considerable interest 
in the profitable parts of the business. 

“We will be doing whatever we can to 
find a buyer for the residual business as a 
going concern as quickly as possible, so 
interested parties will have to be pre¬ 
pared to move fast.” 

Coffee Republic opened its first London 
branch in 1995, in South Molton Street, 
becoming one of the country’s best-known 
hot drink vendors.

Veolia has insisted the cost of the rebrand¬ 
ing will not be passed on to customers through 
higher bills. 

A spokesman said: ‘We have kept the cost of 
this change as low as possible by phasing it in 
over a period of time. 

“The Veoila name is already in use across 
the company and it will be more cost effective 
to use one name than three, as we currently do 
in the UK. 

“As part of our long-term plan for the 
business, funds have been set aside for this 
purpose.”

Store loyalty takes back seat as financial climate forces 
customers looking to save their pennies to shop around

SHOPPERS in Kent are 
abandoning their super¬ 
market loyalties in order to 
bag the best price, according 
to retail experts. 

A study into shopper habits found 
retailers may be targeting the wrong 
consumers, as those with the most 
money to spend are making the 
biggest cut backs. 

Experts say appealing to shoppers 
by their social background may be no 
longer relevant in today’s market. 

Jo James, chief executive at Kent 
Invicta Chamber of Commerce, 
said businesses in the county are 
responding accordingly. 

She said: “I have noticed that peo¬ 
ple are more cost-conscious because 
of the economy and looking outside 
what would be their normal target 
market. 

“Where people are cutting back on 
high end, niche markets, businesses 
have got to look at doing the same. 

“Businesses are now seeing every¬ 
body as a potential customer. 

“The sensible businesses are the 
ones who can look at their business 
and diversify and make the most 
opportunities. 

“It is business which will get us out 
of this recession, so the ones that take 
these steps will get us out quicker.” 

She also said food is going to be 
the prime example of changing buyer 
habits. 

Research found that people earn¬ 
ing over £45,000 a year, who spend 
more than £90 a week at Tesco, 
Waitrose or Sainsburys, are now 
switching to low-cost brands at 
Asda, Morrisons, Aldi and Netto. 

A spokesperson for Asda in Kent 
said sales in the county reflect these 
findings. 


She said: “We are seeing a change 
here,” she said. “We have seen 
increases in customer numbers 
and found people who may normally 
shop in Marks and Spencer or 
Waitrose, can’t afford the luxuries 
they could before. 

“So they are coming to us for better 
prices. We have also found people are 
being more picky with their shopping 
now, too. 


They know where they can get 
each item the cheapest and will shop 
there, loyalty is decreasing. 

They know they can get bargains 
here. 

“It has been seen across the 
ranges, both in our premium foods, 
which people are treating them¬ 
selves too instead of going out at the 
weekend, and in our smart-price 
value range.” 


Invoicing support scheme 
to get SME cash flowing 


SMALL and medium-sized Kent 
firms looking to boost their cash¬ 
flow during the recession can 
take advantage of a stress-bust¬ 
ing £100 million fund from 
Clydesdale Bank. 

The bank’s financial solutions 
centre (FSC) network - which 
includes branches in Tunbridge 
Wells and Maidstone - is offering 
the extra support through 
invoice financing. 

Firms can apply for up to 85 
per cent of the value of invoices 
they issue, with the remainder 
payable when invoices are paid. 

The idea is that businesses are 
not hampered by late payments 
as they have quick access to 
funds, which reflect their com¬ 
mercial performance.

| TUDENTS in Kent graduat¬ 
ing this year are facing 
"intense battles for jobs, 
according to recruitment experts. 

But despite this, career advisors say some 
students in the county’s universities are not 
showing much concern. 

According to a survey by the Association of 
Graduate Recruiters, almost 50 graduates are 
chasing each available job, an increase from 
30 last year. 

But despite these figures, careers advisor at 
the University of Kent, Tim Reed, said most 
students do not appear concerned. He said: 
“The worry factor has not quite passed into 
the graduates. We put on additional sessions 
but they have not been very popular. 

“There is not this mass concern and worry 
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within the students that the national press 
make out there is.” 

He added: “What the students need to do 
is consider what they want to do and make 
as much time and effort as possible to focus 
a job search. They need to make a realistic 
choice and then identify the skills they have 
and need to acquire. 

“Common mistakes include unfocused 
CVs and letters, for example, I had a stu¬ 
dent come to me today who wanted to work 
in education, but did not mention this until 
her second page.” 

But when it comes to preparing students 
for the world of work, some feel universities 
are not doing enough. 

Sarah Hardes of Earl Street Employment 
said universities need to make sure stu¬ 
dents are better prepared. 

“They are not prepared enough in 
terms of help at university and there are 
very few graduate recruitment agencies 
in Kent. 

“I think some universities could give their 
students better access to careers and 
recruitment advice and make sure the 
courses they offer students do have a rele¬ 
vance within the job market. But we do our 
best to help.” 

She said the market is causing problems 
for student job hunts. 

“It is a difficult situation for all students 
at the moment,” she said. “Most important 
is to get your CV geared to the industry, it is 
about the obvious things. 

“It is also about doing research and look-

in decline brings 
back to market 


WAGES and salaries continue to dip, as 
do appointments - but it’s not all doom 
and gloom according to the latest figures. 

The Recruitment and Employment 
Confederation (REC) and KPMG Report 
on Jobs - published this week - provides 
what it claims to be ‘the most comprehen¬ 
sive guide to the UK labour market’, draw¬ 
ing on original survey data provided by 
recruitment consultancies. 

The report indicates job market condi¬ 
tions continued to worsen in June, but at 
a slower pace than seen around the turn 
of the year. 

• Permanent placements continued to 
decrease, but the latest drop was the 
weakest in 13 months. Similarly, tempo¬ 
rary staff billings declined at the slowest 
rate since September. 

• Demand for staff contracted at a slower 
rate in June. The number of permanent 
vacancies fell at the weakest rate in nine 
months, while the drop in temporary 
vacancies was the smallest in eight 
months. 

• June data pointed to a further reduction 


in employee pay, reflecting weak demand 
for staff and high levels of candidate avail¬ 
ability. Permanent staff salaries fell at a 
marked rate, albeit the slowest in six 
months. Temporary staff pay declined at a 
similar pace to May. 

• Recruitment consultants reported anoth¬ 
er month of rising staff availability during 
June. The supply of both permanent and 
temporary candidates increased sharply, 
albeit at the slowest rates in nine and 
eight months respectively 

Kevin Green, chief executive of the REC, 
said: “The UK jobs market shows signs 
of life. 

“Whilst the public sector has continued 
to recruit, it is now critical that demand 
returns to the private sector to negate the 
potential public expenditure constraints... 
which could in turn hinder a full recovery 
of the UK jobs market. 

“Flexible working options will provide 
a crucial way back to work, which is 
why we must ensure the new regulations 
covering agency work do not limit 
opportunities.”

ing at how a company brands 
itself and what they will be 
looking for. 

“Any work placements or 
experience need to be made 
clear and information needs to 
be set out in an easy-to-read 
format.” 

But she reassures students 
that a degree still carries 
the weight it used to in most 
sectors: “There will always 
be industries looking for 
graduates. 

“Having a degree indicates 
the person is capable of reach¬ 
ing a certain standard, shows a 
good amount of self-discipline 
and proves they can work on 
their own initiative.” 

Unlike at the University of 
Kent, Helen Gleaves, employa¬ 
bility and career services man¬ 
ager at Canterbury Christ 
Church University said stu¬ 
dents are worried about the 
lack of jobs: “There are con¬ 
cerns at the moment amongst 
our students. 

“They are aware, but obvious¬ 
ly, when they come back from 
holidays in October and look for 
work they will be much more 
aware. There is always that lull 
when they take a break. 

“What we are trying to do is 
encourage them to be proactive 
and do something about it. 

They also need to start think¬ 
ing beyond the traditional 
approaches.” 

Onyx Graduates in Rochester 
was set up last year to help 
graduates find work. 

Tracey Hawkins, director of

Onyx Graduates, said the way 
for graduates to stand out from 
the crowd is through hands-on 
experience. 

“For those recent graduates, it 
has become increasingly appar¬ 
ent that those who embark on 
industrial placements and 
sandwich years in a relevant 
field are at an advantage,” she 
said. “It is important for gradu¬ 
ates and candidates across the 
board, to recognise the impor¬ 
tance of a well constructed, 
effective CV. 

“This is vital when there 
are so many candidates in the 
market. 

We encourage graduates to 
continue to be proactive in their 
approach, as we are seeing a 
gradual improvement in mar¬ 
ket conditions.” 
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Back from the brink 

A SOLICITORS firm, which faced near 
collapse, has completed a pre-packed 
administration. 

Buss Murton, now called Buss Murton 
Law, was saddled with millions of pounds 
worth of debt after decisions made in the 
1990s over personal injury work. 

Consequently, it adopted a OVA (com¬ 
pany voluntary arrangement) scheme 
enabling it to restructure its debt. 

It went into pre-packed administration 
on June 19 and has now emerged as 
Buss Murton Law. 

The firm, which has offices in Tunbridge 
Wells, Cranbrook and Dartford, is now 
looking forward to what they hope is a 
positive year ahead. 

Senior partner, Alan Williams said: 

“We have now got rid of the millstone of 
debts we have been labouring under for 
so long. 

“It is nice to be able to take the brakes 
off which have been holding us back. 

“We have been looking over our shoul¬ 
ders for a long time but we can now look 
forward.” 

He added: “It is a massive relief for 
everyone. 

“We are not now averse to taking risk, 
but it is important to manage it, take risks 
but not gambles.” 

The firm is reported to be expecting to 
turn over more than £3 million in the first 
financial year under its new structure. 


Lawyers crunched out of work 

and Co in Ashford, reported similar prob¬ 
lems, with their conveyance work down by 
30 per cent: “I don’t think there will be a 
turnaround until 2012. But it is difficult to 
know if the Government is telling the truth. 

“We were prepared more by luck than 
judgment. Luckily we have not been hit as 
hard as others. The problem is we are also 
affected by the general downturn in the 
commercial world.” 

He added: ‘We don’t do so well in booms, 
but don’t do so badly in the bad times. 
Others have been extremely hard hit.” 

Fergus Ross, business development man¬ 
ager for Warners Solicitors, which has 
branches in Tonbridge and Sevenoaks, said 
the change in economy forced them to 
reassess their business. 

“Prior to the economic adjustment, con¬ 
veyance work was a vital part of the mix. 
But that changed almost overnight back in 
October. The volume of this work shrank at 
a level we had not seen before.” 

He said changes are starting to be seen in 
the residential property market, with those 
who sold up to live off the interest of their 
savings now making a return to the market. 

“But with a little bit of sunshine and cred¬ 
it crunch fatigue, people have got off of their 
hands and are making property transac¬ 
tions,” he said. “People have returned to 
buying houses because their savings were 
not paying the rent anymore. 

“I would not call it a recovery but we have 
seen positive signs, we have to be cautious 
on behalf of our clients. 

“Nobody has a crystal ball and while we 
have seen positive figures, it would be 
wrong to say there are green shoots. 

“Our clients and business need to keep 
their feet firmly on the ground and take 
each day as it comes.” 

But not all firms in the county claim to be 
affected by the recession. 

Hugo Barton, spokesman for Gardner 
Croft in Canterbury, said it was their level 
of customer care which has kept them going 
strong: We are up on our turnover and 
have a lot of long-standing clients, due to 
our high quality advice. People still seek 
that, even in a recession. 

“It is about quality advice at good value.”

L AW firms in Kent say a 
recovery is a long way off, 
as they continue to experi¬ 
ence sharp downfalls in business. 

With the housing market slump, con¬ 
veyance work in particular has dried up, 
causing problems for firms who rely heavily 
on such work. 

Even those offering a variety of services 
are feeling the pinch. 

Jonathan Denny, managing director at 
Cripps Harries Hall in Tunbridge Wells said 
the state of legal firms across the county is 
bleak: “The legal industry has had a bad 
time, I won’t pretend it has been easy Some 
firms have seen huge falls in profits. The 
picture across the country is pretty bleak.” 

He said telling signs of trouble are shown 
in the “deafening silence” of firms who are 
being unusually reluctant to release their 
profit figures. 

“We actually had a really good result in 
the last financial year where our turnover 
increased marginally on the previous year,” 
he said. “But we are expecting to have a 
more difficult year this year than last, as 
our business tends to lag the economy 
“We went into last year with a good order 
book, but the second half of the year was 
less good and this gives us a shape of things 
to come. Areas that have fared less well 
were the corporate side, such as mergers 
and our development division. 

“It is a mixed picture at the moment.” 

He said the fundamental issue remains: 
“The unwillingness of banks to lend on any¬ 
thing is the problem and I don’t see a 
change in this all that much. There is still a 
serious issue in terms of getting money 
“Although I share the view that the worst 
is probably behind us, that does not mean 
we are in a recovery. It is just getting worse 
less quickly 

“We don’t share the Government’s opti¬ 
mism that there will be a quick recovery.”

100 YEARS AGO: ON a rain- 
damaged wicket at The Nevill in 
Tunbridge Wells, Colin Blythe again 
proved the star turn for Kent, as they 
beat Derbyshire inside two days. 

Blythe took 8 for 49 as Derbyshire collapsed twice 
in their first innings and were all out for just 98. Kent 
then scored at a blistering rate, putting on 242 in just 
two hours and 45 minutes. 

Hutchings was the top scorer with 81 as Kent post¬ 
ed 360 and Blythe took a further three wickets to dis¬ 
miss Derbyshire for 178 second time around. 

The crowd was a mildly disappointing 1,500 on the 
first day, with a healthier 3,000 on the second. 

The town’s football club could only look on in envy. 
At its AGM the secretary reported the previous season 
had been “disastrous” and after it failed to achieve re- 
election to the South Eastern League, its directors rec¬ 
ommended dissolving the club. 



50 YEARS AGO: SURREY 
bowler Alec Bedser proved Kent’s 
nemesis at Blackheath, after skip¬ 
per Colin Cowdrey committed the 
cardinal error of losing the toss. 
Kent were sent in to bat by 
Cowdrey’s opposite number Peter May and subse¬ 
quently skittled for 143 with Bedser exploiting the 
damp pitch to send back Stuart Leary, Cowdrey and 
John Pretlove in the space of four balls. 

Surrey declared on 391 for 9 after tea on day two 
and although Kent staved off an innings defeat, the 
visitors needed just 17 runs to seal the win, disap¬ 
pointing the bulk of a 6,000 crowd. 


25 YEARS AGO: THE former 
Tottenham and Crystal Palace player 
Peter Taylor committed his immedi¬ 
ate future to Maidstone United, 
spurning offers from abroad to 
remain with the side he had just helped to the Alliance 
Premier League title, despite the Stones’ failure to get 
elected to the Football League.

Drunken idea now a 
multi-national team 

How celebrity cricket side Lashings came to be 



Going over 
old ground

LASHINGS are now a club of 
cricketing galacticos, but they only 
exist because a team pulled out of 
a fixture against The Minstrel 25 
years ago this summer. 

Based in the pub now known as Ye Olde 
Thirsty Pig in Knightrider Street, Maidstone, 
The Minstrel, including future Lashings stal¬ 
wart John Steer, were drowning their sorrows 
when there was a brainwave. 

“Someone said ‘Why don’t we walk up to 
Lashings and see if David [Folb] can get a 
team together?”’ Steer recalled. 

Ambitious 

They staggered a couple of hundred metres 
up the hill to Lashings, where Folb, Steer’s 
boss, agreed to assemble a scratch side. 

They were bowled out for 29 and lost by 294 
runs at Mote Park, but Folb had caught the 
bug. He instructed Steer to take two weeks off 
and form a team. 

Lashings first played at the Kent Fire 
Brigade ground in Tovil but though they were 
ambitious, they might have remained a tradi¬ 
tional pub team, but for a chance conversation 
11 years later. 

Murray Nissen, chairman of The Mote, told 
Folb he’d been called by Richie Richardson’s 
agent. 

“They weren’t interested, but Murray said, 
‘why am I telling you this, of course you’ll sign 
him!”’ Folb said.

Richardson, who by then had had enough of 
the stress of being West Indies captain, con¬ 
firms the story. 

“I’d just retired from international cricket 
but I told my agent I’d still like to be involved 
with the game at a very low level and I want¬ 
ed to have some fun,” he said. “I also said I 
would like to be relatively close to London. 

“David Folb called me up and he was very 
apologetic about the standard but I said don’t 
worry about it, I’ll have a good time. And I 
turned up and had a great time. The first three 
of four years I laughed so much it was just 
unbelievable.” 

Folb said he had to keep the deal a secret for 
three to four months, but when the news broke 
it became a national sensation. 

Geoff Clarke, then on Meridian, famously 
said he would “eat his hat” if the story was 
true, - no small sacrifice for a gourmet. 

Yet finding opponents proved problematic. 
Previously spumed by established clubs who 
looked on them as a works team, Lashings 
were now denied fixtures for a different reason. 

“Players wanted the chance to play against 



Richie, but club secretaries thought it would 
be bad to take a hammering,” Folb said. 

“We tried to join the Kent League," 
Richardson said. “But they wouldn’t let us, I 
believe maybe because we didn’t have our own 
ground, we didn’t have an established stmcture 
and maybe just didn’t like what we were doing. 

“So Folb and I tried eveiything and I suggest¬ 
ed maybe we should just invite the top players 
and go round the country, playing for fun.” 

They’ve been doing precisely that ever since 
and are next in action in Kent at Gravesend 
RFC on July 19.

VERSATILITY in football can be 
a mixed blessing - players who 
are comfortable in a variety of 
positions are invariably valued 
squad members but little more. 

With that in mind, it’s understandable 
Gillingham’s newest signing, Chris Palmer, 
is keen to distance himself from the ‘utility 
man’ tag which he has found difficult to shift 
since his trainee days at Derby County 

“Everybody says that,” he told Kent on 
Sunday, rolling his eyes. “I can play in three 
or four positions, but I just want to be stay¬ 
ing in one position. 

“I don’t mind filling in wherever but I want 
to be stuck in one position, get my head 
down and do as well as I can. I feel it’s on the 
wing but obviously if there are injuries I can 
fill in at full-back.” 

Genuinely two-footed, Palmer is a rare 
breed and is equally assured on either flank 
at full-back or in a more advanced role. The 
good news for the 25-year-old is Gillingham

manager Mark Stimson appears equally 
keen to see him specialise. 

The Gills boss will try him in a variety of 
roles in pre-season before settling on a pre¬ 


ferred position, but he has been very encour¬ 
aged by what he has seen so far. 

He said: “Having worked with him for a 
couple of days you can see he’s naturally 
left and right-footed. When you haven’t 
seen it for a long while it’s quite scary 
because he can put corners in with either 
foot and that’s a major plus with the qual¬ 
ity he’s got. 

“He’s desperate to play at a higher level 
and be involved in as many games as possi¬ 
ble so he’s not come here to sit on the bench 
and make the numbers up.” 

The switch left Walsall unhappy after 
Palmer had verbally agreed to a new one- 
year deal after the end of last season. 
Significantly nothing was signed, leaving 
him free to accept a two-year offer from the 
Gills. It is the first time in his career he has 
been given a deal longer than 12 months, 
which he says was the key. 

Palmer said: “I thought with the security 
and the ambitions of the club this was the 
better option. It’s nice to be somewhere 
which has really got something going for it 
and really want to do something well. 
Hopefully in time - maybe this season - we 
will look for another promotion.”

Golfer set to 
take on USA 
fer PGA Cup 


JAMES Harris is looking forward to one of 
the highlights of his golf career after being 
included in the Great Britain & Ireland team 
for the PGA Cup. 

The 33-year-old Tunbridge Wells golfer is 
in the 10-man team to take on the United 
States at Loch Lomond, Scotland, in 
September in PGA club professionals’ ver¬ 
sion of the Ryder Cup. 

Harris, who played in England and Great 
Britain sides as an amateur, admitted it 
took him a while to appreciate the scale of 
the biennial tournament. 

“To be honest I didn’t realise how big it 
was until after I qualified and spoke to 
people who have played in it”, he said. 
“When the team got together afterwards, 
the guys who had played before said it 
was the best week they had ever had. 
Some of them have played in majors and 
still said it was the highlight of their 
careers, so I’m dead excited.” 

Unorthodox 

Harris burst into the reckoning with a 
stunning final round at the Glenmuir PGA 
Professional Championship last month. In 
atrocious conditions he shot a stunning 67 
to leap from 20th up to second. 

He puts the performance down to an 
unorthodox training method. 

He said: “I have been a member of a Jiu 
Jitsu club for a few years and it has really 
helped with mental strength and under¬ 
standing the body performs better when 
it’s relaxed. The weather is something you 
can’t control and when it’s bad you know 
half the players are feeling a bit down 
about it. 

“It was really windy and I was very 
pleased to shoot the best score of the day 
by five shots, especially in that sort of field. 
I’ve shot 59 before but this was one of my 
best because of the conditions.” 

Harris will hope to emulate fellow Kent 
golfer Darren Parris when the PGA Cup 
gets under way on September 18. The 
North Foreland pro won all five of his 
matches as GB & Ireland won the cup in 
2005.

KENT Crusaders overcame a first 
season riddled with injury problems 
to finish with a flourish as they won 
the Great Britain Wheelchair Rugby 
National Championships.

The national championships act as 
the climax to the club season.

World Championship hopes look bleaker bv the day 
as 1500m ace struggles to recover from thigh injury

LISA Dobriskey’s World 
Athletics Championship hopes 
are hanging by a thread after 
she pulled out of the World Trials 
this weekend. 

The Ashford athlete was struck 
down with a thigh injury in late May' % \\ 
and has been involved in a race^foUT 
against time to recover to compete in^^ 
the all-important trials in Birmingham. 

After assessing her fitness, 
Dobriskey and coach George Gandy ▼ 
decided competing in the trials was too^B 
much of a risk and instead are left with^J 
one option - to compete in the London™ 
Grand Prix later this month. 

The 25-year-old was targeting the World* 
Championships having finished fourth inB 
the 1500m final at the Beijing Olympics andl 
admitted she would be devastated to miss^ 
the event. 

Chance 

Gandy told Kent on Sunday: “We looked at it 
and thought it would be too risky to enter the 
World Trials and compete in three races with 
very little preparation. 

“She is back racing but has only had around 
25 minutes on the track. I would say she is 
about 90-95 per cent fit, which is good consid¬ 
ering the timing of the injury.” 

Dobriskey has one final chance to be includ¬ 
ed in the Great Britain team for the champi¬ 
onships by impressing at the London Grand 
Prix on July 24. 

Her coach admitted it will still be a gam¬ 
ble and Dobriskey’s fate would be in the 
hands of the Great Britain squad selectors. 


With only limited time on the track this 
season, she is yet to post a qualifying time 
this year. 

Gandy said: “There are three places up for 
grabs and it is likely one maybe two will be 
undecided going into the event and the final 
team is to be named after it. 

“If she can put in a solid time it could get her 
a place, but we are really at the mercy of the 
Great Britain team selectors. I am hoping they 


will see her talent. It is a gamble, but it is the 
only chance left.” 

Former Olympic champion Denise Lewis 
has urged Dobriskey not to risk further injury 
by rushing back to fitness. 

She said: “Lisa’s had a fantastic couple of 
years and has gone from strength to strength, 
so she doesn’t have anything to prove. The 
Worlds are every two years and my message 
to her would be, get the injury right first.”

Montell aiming 
to bounce back

MONTELL Douglas is hoping to bounce back 
from injury hell and salvage her season by 
qualifying for the World Athletics 
Championships. 

The Blackheath and Bromley 100m 
sprinter has been plagued by injuries ever 
since her appearance at the Beijing 
Olympics last summer. 

This weekend, she will be taking part in the 
World Trials in Birmingham in a bid to earn her 
place in the Great Britain squad for the World 
Championship, in Berlin next month. 

The 23-year-old, who grew up in Chatham, 
was forced to abandon her indoor season 
due to the extent of her injuries, which ranged 
from a strained ankle to an injured hamstring. 

Douglas admitted her year has been one of 
her worst and is hoping a strong performance 
in the trials will help rescue it. 

She told Kent on Sunday: ‘To be honest it 
has been a bit of joke really, as I have picked 
up so many injuries. They say the year after an 
Olympic year is difficult and it really has been. 

“I must have had around six injuries since the 
games. It is so frustrating because you have to 
back off training, but it is hard to completely 
back off. Every time I returned to training I 
picked up another injury. 

“Fitness-wise I am in perfect shape and I am 
feeling confident going into the trials. To clinch 
a place in the World Championships would 
certainly make up for all the injuries.” 




Bennett to stay on as 
ref despite cricket role 


TOP referee Steve Bennett insists he will 
continue plying his trade in the Premier 
League despite taking up a new role with 
the England and Wales Cricket Board. 

The 48-year-old, former Fifa referee from 
Orpington, has been a figurehead in foot¬ 
ball refereeing for 10 years. 

He has decided to share his football offi¬ 
ciating expertise by taking up a post with 
the ECB as director of Association of 
Cricket Officials (ACO). 

The job will see Bennett, who used to 
play cricket for Kent at youth level, meet 
with the ECB four times a year to discuss 
the development of umpires in the game. 

Bennett, who took charge of the 2007 
FA Cup final, insists the role will not 
affect his football refereeing and is look¬ 
ing forward to his new role in cricket. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “Nothing has 
really changed for me. I will still be offici¬ 
ating football in the Premier League and 


other levels next season despite some 
reports. 

“Basically the ECB have asked me 
to sit on their officials committee to 
see if they can learn anything 
from the way we develop referees 
in football which can be used in 
cricket. 

“In football there is a system 
which sees referees start out 
at grassroots level and can 
work their way to the top. 

This is something the ECB 
want to develop. 

“I believe in the past the 
ECB have consulted with 
rugby officials so having dif¬ 
ferent sports combine is 
nothing new really. I thinl 
both sports can learn fron 
each other and it will be inte: 
esting to see what happens.”

KENT run machine Martin van Jaarsveld 
is weighing up offers from other counties 
and expects to make a decision about his 
future in the next few weeks. 

The South African has several offers from other counties 
for his signature, with Lancashire, Yorkshire and Surrey 
believed to be in the hunt to sign Kent’s star batsman. 

The 35-year-old is out of contract at the end of this sum¬ 
mer and is contemplating a move away from the St 
Lawrence Ground, although Kent have also put an offer to 
the Kolpak player in a bid to keep him. 

It’s not the first time the former South Africa internation¬ 
al batsman, who joined Kent in 2005, has been linked with 
a move away from Canterbury as Lancashire were report¬ 
edly interested in him last season. 

Kent chief executive Paul Millman was forced to rebuff 
those reports declaring that van Jaarsveld would see out 
his contract. 

Offers 


Now that his deal ends this summer, van Jaarsveld will 
be one of the sought-after players having consistently 
scored more than 1,000 runs in a season and won the 
PCA Player of the Year award in 2008. 

The Kent vice-captain told Kent on Sunday that offers 
were on the table, including one from Kent, and hopes to 
make a decision soon. 

“At this stage it comes down to family and I have got to 
make the right decision by them,” he said. “There are a 
couple of offers on the table but I am just going to give 
myself a couple of weeks, or maybe a little bit longer, to 
make a decision. 


“I don’t want to comment too much 
on it but Kent have come to the 
party and put something on the 
table and it’s now up to me to make 
the decision. 

“It’s not the sort of decision you can 
make straight away as there are lots of 
permutations that I have to consider 
but it should be in the next two or 
three weeks.” 

Losing van Jaarsveld would be a 
big blow for the club as the South 
African is without doubt one of the 
top batters in the county game. 

Kent’s director of cricket, 

Graham Ford, himself out of con¬ 
tract at the end of the season, 
admits keeping the talented 
batsman is of paramount 
importance. 

He said: “He has been 
one of the top perform¬ 
ers in county cricket for 
several years now and is 
extremely important to 
our side. His work ethic 
is fantastic, as is his 
knowledge of the game, 
there is just so much to him. 

“Everyone is desperate to keep 
him at Kent and I’m fairly confident that he will stay.” 

The South African also revealed that several of 
Kent’s other out of contract players, one of which is 
all-rounder Justin Kemp, are close to signing new 
deals to keep them at the club. 

“I don’t think it’s much of a disruption as most of the 
first-team players that are close to the end of their 
contracts are fairly close to signing,” he said. 
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Stimson gives up on striker

GILLINGHAM have switched their atten¬ 
tion to a new striker after manager Mark 
Stimson admitted his move for Paul 
Benson was probably “dead”. 

Last week the Gills boss revealed to Kent 
on Sunday he had put in a bid for the 
Dagenham & Redbridge striker. However, 
the clubs are a long way apart in their valu¬ 
ations, with Gillingham not budging from 
their initial £25,000 bid. 

Stimson said: “Unfortunately for the lad 
I think he’s gone back in again through his 
advisers and had a chat with Dagenham 
and they’ve said ‘it’s that money or nothing’. 
At the moment that is a bit dead and we just 
have to move on. 

“It’s very frustrating for the kid because his 


adviser’s telling me he would love to come 
and join Gillingham. He sees us as a club 
going forward but we can’t do much more.” 

Instead, Gillingham have stepped up their 
interest in another forward and have made a 
formal approach to the player’s club, which is 
in the Football League. 

Stimson said: “We’ve always had another 
target in that area of the pitch. We are wait¬ 
ing for something to happen in the next cou¬ 
ple of days. 

“He’s on a contract, we’ve put a bid in and 
we’re just waiting to see if it will be accepted 
or not. Fingers crossed it will be because it 
would be a good one.”
